ILLINOIS’ WICKED LAW. 

Tlinois has a really wicked law. It is the Shurt- 
leff law, enacted in 1911. This law prohibits cities 
from requiring dairymen to submit their cattle 
to the tuberculin test—the test that shows wheth- 
jer cows have or have not tuberculosis, Milk 
from cows that have the “white plague” communi- 
cates its germs to persons who drink that milk. 
Very often, in such cases, the drinker “gets con- 
sumption” without knowing how he got it. This 
is particularly likely to be the case with bzcbies, 
who are the chief consumers, and who are obliged 
to trust to their parents in such matters. The di- 

rectors of a public health exhibition in Chicago 
say: : 

The Shurtleff law, forced on the State by 
the influence of big cattle and milk shippers, 
causes the death of thousands of Chicago 
babies yearly. While we are spending time, 
money and energy to combat disease, here is 
a law that keeps us from protecting our- 
selves against one of the most terrible forms 
of it. We know that one-fourth of the chil- 
dren under 16 that die of tuberculosis were 
infected by tainted milk. Isn’t this a fearful 
price for a community to pay to satisfy the 
greed of a few men? 

The law, of course, should be repealed at the 
earliest possible moment. The Illinois Dairy- 
men’s Association should meet in special session 
to demand its repeal.

COTTON SEED OIL IN OLEOMARGARINE. 
We have received a letter from G. L. McKay, 
secretary of the American Association of Gream- 
ery Butter Manufacturers. Mr. McKay challenges 
our statement that cotton seed oil is much used 
in making oleomargarine. He says it is used 
“only in the poorest and cheapest grades.” 

Dr. A.D. Marvin, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, being queried on this subject, replied: 

“Of 94 formulas for oleomargarine on file with 
this bureau, 66 show cotton seed oil as an ingre- 
dient.” 

We are further informed, by men who should 
know, that cotton seed oil is an ingredient in 
fully two-thirds of the whole output of oleo- 
margarine. This fact explains cotton growers’ 
resentment of the Federal tax on oleo—a tax im- 
posed to give butter makers an unnatural com- 
petitive advantage.

food supply, chiefly in rice, the staf 
of*life in Japan.’; ' 
Rice Supply Deficient. 
Dr. Tajiri pointed out that the an- 
nual supply, of rice was deficient and 
was ma@e more so by the annual 
consumption of 20,000,000 bushels by 
the breweries for making the native 
drink called “sake.” In eating rice, 
much of which she imported, Japan 
was eating verily “the money of the 
usurer.” It would be a long time be- 
fore Japan became a creditor nation, 
and in addition to adopting the reme- 
dies of reorganization of commerce 
and industry and more extensive col- 
onization, Japan must readjust her 
cultivated land so as to insure an 
annual increase in the rice crops of 
at least 33,000,000 bushels. He de« 
clared: 
“If we go on importing the most 
necessary articles of food and export 
only luxuries and ornaments, we can- 
not bring about the desired change.” 
Much also could be done, he thinks, 
by exterminating injurious’ insects, 
which destroy 735,000,000 bushels of 
rice every year. Improved methods 
wuld increase crops in Hokkaido, 
l.orea and Formosa. In the South two 
crops a year could easily be raised. 
Agriculteral Reforms Needed. 
“What Japan has to do is to make 
agriculture the main vocation of the 
people. Let her become as successful 
a commercial and industrial people 
as she may, yet she should never for- 
gct that without agriculture there is 
no hope for her as a nation. Agricui- 
tural reforms constitute the best 
policy for promoting national econ- 
omy. It is the ill-considered notion 
that industry rather than agriculture 
should be the foundation of national 
economy that kad so many young 
men of Japan to forsake the land 
and wander to the cities. 
“Another nécessary reform relates 
to foreign trade. Instead of import- 
ing necessities and exporting !ux- 
vries, Japan's goal should be to ex- 
port the necessities. She should 
learn to grow her own cotton, as she 
ia attempting to do in Korea.” 
In conclusion, Viscount Tajiri 
warns his fellow countrymen thus: 
- “Japan needs to be careful to guard 
against the Western tendency t@ run 
after ornament and to bé reek

SAYS SULLIVAN'S

MINISTER'S “BIT” 


Diplomat Was to Get Rake- 

~ off on All Dominican Con- 
tracts According to Kins- 
man’s. Statement as De- 
tailed in Affidavit. 


MANN TELLS HOW,

Ousting of Public Works Of- 
ficial Followed Transfer- 
ance of Island Funds to 
Bank Controlled by Politi- 
cal Backer of Legate.

NEW .YORK, Dec. 12.—The World to- 
day printed another installment of its 
charges against James Mark Sullivan, 
American Minister to Santo Domingo, 
whose office is now being investigated 
jointly by the State and War Depart- 
ments at the direction of President WiI- 
son. Sullivan has stated that he courted 

an investigation. r 

Minister Sullivan, it is charged, was 
appointed to the Dominican post through 
‘the efforts of William C. Beer, a banker 
with interests on the island; that he is 
unfit and that hé uas used his office 
to get contracts for his friends and that 
he has especially favored the Beers 
bank, the Banco Nacional of San Do- 
mingo. 

James L. Bryne of Boston was super- 
intendent of construction .for Moore & 
Co., Boston capitalists, who have built 
several waterworks and light plants in 
Sdnto Domingo. Bryne’s affidavit as 
to what Timothy J. Sullivan, @ cousin 
of the Minister, said in Santo Domingo 
is in possession of the World, together 
with. other affidavits of similar tenor. 
Mr. Bryne’s statement under oath is 
in part as: follows: x , 

‘IT was living in Puerto Plata with my 
family in October, 1918, when Timothy 
J. Sullivan arrived from Santo Domin- 
zo City to build a temporary bridge. He 
told me that he had come to Santo Do- 
mingo to handle the contracts for build- 
ing railroads and highways and other 
public improvements for the Dominican 
Government; that he had come there at 
the request of his cousin, Minister Sul- 
livan, and that definite arrangements 
had been made before he left his home 


jin Springfield, Mass.; that the arrange- 


ment for his employment had been put 
through by Minister Sullivan, and that 
the contractor already had been se- 
lected. 

“Got His Bit.” 

“TI told Sullivan that I could not see 
how they could hope or expect to 
carry through any such scheme, in 
view of the fact that ence the publ:

be many contractinz concerns bidding 
for the business. Sullivan said that 
the competition would not make any 
difference for the reason that no 
money could become _ available for 
this work without the approval’ of 
Minister Sullivan, and that the ap- 
proval of the American: Minister 
would not be given to the expendi- 
ture of any money for Dominican 
public improvements unless this con- 
tractor was to get the work. 

“Timothy J. Sullivan said that his 
cousin, the Minister, was to receive 
a percentage of the profits from the 
contracts thrown to his man, and 


‘|that he (Tim Sullivan) was in Santo 


Domingo to see that the Minister, to 
quote Sullivan’s own expression, “got 
his bit.” 

“Would Remove Vick.’ 

“When I suggested to Tim Sulli- 
van the possible difficulties in carry- 
ing out their scheme as he had out- 
lined it to me, he said that the only 
person who seemed disposed to stand 
in their way was. Walter W. Vick, 
Receiver-General of Dominican Cus- 
toms, and that Vick did not give them 
any concern because the Minister 
would bring about Vick’s removal if 
he proved to be an obstruétion.” ' 

For 12 months a circumstantial state- 
ment of the activities of Sullivan in 
behalf of the Banco Nacional, imme- 
diately after his arrival at Santo Do- 
mingo as American Minister, has been 
in the possession of the State Depart- 
ment at Washington. It was presented 
by John L. Mann, who has stood in 
the way of Sullivan’s friends, and 
» whose removal as American Director of 
the Dominican Department of Public 
Works came seven weeks. after. Sulli- 
van's. arrival. 

In 19088 Mann went to Santo Domingo 
as Director of the Irrigation Service at 
Monte Cristi. Later he became en- 
gineer in charge of the Northern Raill- 
way and then Director-General of Pub- 
lic Works. His contract with the Do- 
minican Government dfd not expire un- 
til March 21, 1915, Its termination with- 
out just cause was made the basis of 
a formal protest to Secretary Bryan. 

Mann’s Statement. 

In that statement submitted a year 
ago Mann set forth various activities of 
the Banco Nacional and stated that ‘“‘un- 
til the arrival of Sullivan the Domin- 
ican Government had been frankly hos- 
tile of the Banco Nacional. Mann's 
statement continues: 

“T. J. Sullivan, a cousin of Minister 
Sullivan, showed great interest in the 
Department of Public Works. He went 
yao far as to state that he (Sullivan) 
would have a job’ of Chief of Public 
Works ‘if he wanted it,’: and that he 
bed come down to look the situation 
over.

About 4 or 5 o’clock the same 
afternoon Sullivan and Mitchell, pres- 
ident of the bank, called on the Min- 
ister of Finance, stating that the 
Department of Public Works had $50,- 
000 in cash on hand and insisted on 
having it immediately deposited with 
the Banco Nacional, To this the Min- 
ister of Finance replied that the De- 
partment had no such cash balance, 
Sullivan thereupon insisting that the 
writer be called up and interrogated. 
Mr. Sullivan’s impression was prob- 
ably due to his misunderstanding of 
the writer’s statement that the De- 
partment had made advances for car- 
rying on work, amounting in 4ll 
about $50,000.”

with considerable heat any connec- 
tion with the letter. From the dic- 
tion it is almost certain that the let- 
ter was prepared by someone to 
whom Spanish was not the mother 
tongue. 

“About this time Sullivan demanded 
of the Minister of Foreign Affairs the 
writer’s discharge and the _ substi- 
tution of a ‘*‘practical engineer. 

“About Oct. 15, after verbal orders to 
transfer the public works account to the 
anco Nacional, Sullivan told the writer 
that he (Sullivan) had been obliged to 
take steps in the matter himself; that 
he “had spoken very plainly in regard 
to the transfer of funds to the Banco 
Nacional in the Sunday (Oct. 5) confer- 
ence’ and that ‘it would have been much 
better for the writer (Mann) if he had 
done so.’ 

‘Quick Payment for One Bank. 

“Under date of Oct. 24 six warrants 
were forwarded to Sullivan for counter- 
signature. Two, the proceeds of which 
were to be dep®sited in the Banco Na- 
cional, were signed at onee. The others, 
whicn were pavgble to other banks, 
were delayed under various pretexts.”’ 

Mann, after protesting against his re- 
moval to the Dominican Government, 
appealed to Sullivan,- who-replied that 
“TI am convinced that the action taken 
by the Deminican Government in regard 
to the recession of your contract was 
justified. The public hearing that you 
desire can be secured through a resort 
to the courts.’’ 

Mann's dismissal was followed at once 
by that of nearly all the American em- 
ployes in his department, on a charge 
of ‘‘serious malversation’’ of funds, and 
their places filled by ‘‘deserving Demo- 
crats.”’ 


WAR STAMPS NOT REQUIRED 
ON MARRIAGE CERTIFICATES 


Emergency Tax Law, It Is Found, 
Does Not Cover Such Deer-zaents. 
Good news to those in 8t. Louis 

and the surrounding country who are 

hoping to be married soon is con- 
taine@ fn the announcement of John 

M. Rapp and.George H. Moore, inter- 

nal revenue collectors at East St. 

Louis and St. Louis respectively, that 

10-cent war tax stamps are not re- 

quired on marriage certificates given 
by the official who performs the 
ceremony to the newly married cou- 
ple. This news is equally pleasing 
to some ministers and Justices of the 

Peace who themselves have been 

standing that added expense. 

The emergency tax law wasat first 
interpreted to require this stamp on 
such certificates, and hundreds of 
newlyweds have paid it, but Rapp 
Friday informed Rev. C. W. Reese of 
Belleville such was not the intention 
of the law.’ 

Atfer consulting records of'‘his of- 
fice, Moore found that a marriage 
certificate to be returned to an. offi- 
cial of any state, county or town 
requires no stamp, and that a certifi- 
cate to be given by the officiating 
minister or Justice to the contract- 
ing parties, if required by law, must 
be stamped. These four words, “if 
required by law,’ are what will save 
hundreds of Missouri and _ Illinois 
bridegrooms a 10-cent stamp, for in 
these states such certificates are not 
required by law, but are given volun- 
tarily.

Retatiers’ Association Members 
Alert for Clever Forger Here. 
The Associated Retailers of St. 

Louis, through the manager, K, F. 
Niemoeller, has warned its members 
to look out for clever forged checks 
which have been in circulation for 
four days. The police have a descrip- 
tion of the man who is passing the 
worthless paper. 

The checks are filled in with type. 
writing and bear the perforation 
mark of the protectograph. They in- 
variably are for $25 and the man 
passing them has been in the habit 
of making purchases amounting to 
$12. Three of the checks have been 
passed thus far.

IN 1914 WORTH $638,263,206 


Valuation Is $53,000,000 Greater Than 
in Amy Other Year—Wheat 
the Leader. 

TOPEKA, Kan., De¢. 12.—The value of 
all livestock and field crops produced 
in Kansas in 1914 was $638,253,206, or $58,- 
600,000 greater than in any other year, 
according to the report of J. C. Mohler, 
Secretary of the State Board of Agri- 
culture, today. The State’s previous 
high record was made in 1912. The value 
of the field crops produced this year 
was placed at $279,971,925, or $52,000,000 in 

excess *of the previous record. 

Wheat, according to the report, led all 
cther crops, with a valuation of more 
than $151,000,000. The year’s corn yield 
was valued at $59,000,000, oats, $17,000,000, 
and hay, $18,000,000. 

This valuation would mean $1500 for 
every farm in the State. Corn is the 
only crop not up to the standard.

Tourist Describes 
Celebration of Capture of 


German Stronghold. 


PARADES ALL OVER LAND 


Demonstrations Culminate in 


Great Afternoon Gathering 
in Tokio Park. 


——————— 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A. F. Clark 
of Dover, Del., who had ‘been travel- 
ling in Japan, was a witness just 
before sailing for home of the cele- 
bration of the capture by the Japa 
nese of the German stronghold at 
Tsingtau in China. His description 
of the picturesque demonstrations, 
written for the World, follows: 

YOKAHAMA, Japan, Nov. 11.—At the 
news of the fall of Tsingtau this whole 
nation literally sang with rejoicing. 
Never before have I seen such demon- 
strations as those of these past few 
days and nights. Every city and hamlet 
from one end: of the country to the 
other has had at least one lantern pro-. 
cession at night and another processioi 
Curing the day, and in the larger cities 
there has been one every night. They 
all culminated this afternoon at an 
enormous gathering in Hibiya Park, To 
kio, when representatives of the Em- 
peror and many members of the diplo- 
matic corps delivered addresses. 

Except for their costumes the people 
lcoked more like a Western gathering 
than one typically Japanese, for the 
formal exercises were conducted as sim- 
ilar programs are in Europe and Amer- 
ica, but what the first part lacked in 
brilliance of color was more than made 
up by the second part, when the whole 
park w thrown open to the public. 
Then all that is gay in Japanese life 
came to the front, as there were prob- 
ably 18,000 to 20,000 persons present. Only 
one who has.seen great crowds in the 
oarks of Japan can tmagine what it 
looked like. One only regretted that 
this is not the cherry blossom season to 
1ake the setting perfect. 

12,000 in Procession. 

I wish it were possible to photograph 
the lantern processions for 2u, for 
they make a picture too wien for de- 
scription. We saw the first one at 
Nagasaki. Probably there were 10,000 or 
12,000 people in it,. for it took several 
hours to pass, and the Japanese are 
fast walkers. 

Ordinarily all these towns are poorly 
lighted, but from our launch we saw 
a blaze of light that extended far more 
than a mile along the water front, and 
when we had landed that same mile 
was filled again and again with more 
marchers. The light came from tiny 
saper lanterns which every marcher 
had. These are carried at the end of 
a stick ana are held aloft as our torches 
are held in political parades. Some of 
them swing loose from the end of the 
stick, but more often they are fastened, 
coolie-fashion, at both ends. 

You can imagine how many of these 
tiny lanterns it would take to make a 
light that conld without exaggeration 
be called a ‘‘blaze.’’ Instead of march- 
ing in ‘‘open order’’ as we go, the Jap- 
anese crowd as close together as pos- 
sible, and by putting sometimes as many 


lay eight persons abreast the effect is 


striking. From the water the effect 
was like a huge electric sign bobbing 
up and down. 

Many fancy costumes were in evi- 
dence, but the bulk of the display was 
in a comic vein. The characters ranged 
all the way from a German prisoner of 
var to a 30-foot battleship. In fact, the 
weapons of warfare were more numer- 
our than any other exhibit. All of 
them were made of flowers, chrysan- 
themums predominating at this time of 
year. One fellow was seen struggling 


along under a floral sword large enough |. 


for the use of Mars. 
Quaint Floral Figures. 

A huge fish appeared without any ap- 
parent reason. One very fetching scheme 
was made of three 6-foot ladders fash- 
ioned into a triangle, each ladder, sides 
and rungs wrapped with paper and dec- 
orated with flowers. The coolies who 
bore the various pieces were also in eos- 
tume. A striking fact of the various de- 
signs ‘was their simplicity, all of them 
heing strictly Japanese in their concep- 
tion and execution. You know the 
Japanese never place more than three 
blossoms in a vase for home decoration. 
The scheme of these fancy pieces seemed 
t6 me to be built along those same lines. 

Like most possessions in Japan, these 
all starte@ at the Shinto temples. They 
begin about dark and close when all the. 
temples of the town have been visited. 
This takes two to four hours, depending 
on the size of the town: but, naturally, 
stragelers can be seen on the streets | 
much later. We saw many such at Nag- | 
asaki just as our train was leaving at 
midnight. 

At the smaller places, such as Miya- 
jima, the shrine island on the beautiful 
inland Sea, only a few hundred people 
marched. But the same ideas and the 
Same spirit seemed to pervade in these 
places as in the larger towns. We saw 
also a part of the processions in Kyoto, 
Yokohama and Tokio, and while each 
had its individual characteristics al! 
had the same central] idea. 

Houses Decorated With Paper. 

In Yokohama the street knuwn to for- 
eigners as Theater street was the cen- 
All the houses for 
blocks are decorated with colored paper, 
flowers and flags. For the great cele- 
bration this afternoon additional lan- 
terns have been added, so that the street 
is a veritable fairy land, even in the day 
time. 

There is nothing: solemn about the 
little brown people at any time, and 
at stich times as this they enter with a 
zest that is marvelous to us: but I saw 
no rowdyism. All the people in the 
Lrocessions keep up a continual shout 
wf “‘Banzai' Banzai!’’—the JApanese 
corresponding most nearly with our 
“Hurrah!”

point out that this fact means no re- 
lief tothe theaters, inasmuch as an 
increase in admission fees would 
have the immediate effect of still 
further discouraging playhouse at- 
tendance. They even contend that,

BELGIUM DENEE 
SECRET TREATY 
WITH ENGLAND 


Minister to Washington Replies 
to German Charge of Sur- 
_. tender of Neutrality. 


A. Havenith, the Belgian Minister at 
Washington, has sent to Maro Seguin, 
Belgian Consul in St. Louis, a state- 
ment on the controversy growing out of 
the violation of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium by Germany. The statement is an 
answer to the recent charge made by 
Germany that documents had been dis- 
covered in Belgium that showed that the 
latter country had surrendered her neu- 
trality to England. Minister Havenith 
says: 

“The Belgian Minister, whose country 
in the hour of her great affliction, has 
received such precious hélp from the 
American people, begs that the follow- 
ing statement may be made known to 
them. 

“In a recent speech made by the Ger- 
man Chancellor to the representatives 
of the German people, he lays the blame 
for the invasion of Belgium with all its 
terrible consequences, on Belgium her- 
self. And as a proof of his astonishing 
accusation he claims that documents 
have been found in Brussels establish- 
ing that Belgium had surrendered her 
neutrality to England. 

“The Belgian Government has re- 
quested that these. alleged documents 
should be published in full thus proving 
the falsity of such a Gharge. Three 
months have elapsed since this alleged 
discovery, but nothing -has appeared. 

Only a Military Plan. 

“In case these documents are pub- 
lished, it will be seen that they do not 
constitute an agreement between Bel- 
sium and England against Germany, as 
the German Chancellor ¢laims them to 
be. They are possibly a.military plan 
drawn between the British military at- 
tache and the Belgian staff to be ef- 
fective in case Germany should violate 
Belgian neutrality, which she effectively 
aid in August last. 

“It would indeed be humorous, should 
the matter not be too serious for such 
a term, that the German Government 
should call a breach of neutrality this 
alleged plan, which, if it existed, had 
for its object to fortify Belgium’s neu- 
trality against a possible aggressor. 
Events have shown too clearly, alas, 
how much such a precaution against 
Germany's projects would have been 
timely. 

“Tt seems nearly incredible that Ger- 
many, having shown to all the world 
what contempt she has for her solemn 
engagements, blames today the country 
which she has invaded, in spite of her 
pledged word, for having attempted to 
take alleged dispositions in view of 
preventing such an unwarranted attack. 
This is a new proof of Germany’s faith 
and weil having yiolated Bel- 
gium’s neutrality, she accuses Belgium 
of a breach of neutrality because Bel- 
gium tried to take all possible measures 
to prevent such an attack. 


Refers to Ruins. 

“The mind ponders over the ruins of 
Louvain, the ashes of Termonde, Aer- 
shot, Dinant, Malines and of so many 
towns wantonly destroyed; over the 
bodies ef men slain by thousands while 
protecting their homes, their wives and 
children against that brutal aggression 
which no explanation, however elabo- 
rate, can justify. These martyrs may 
sleep peacefully their everlasting sleep, 
the Imperial Chancellor has promised 
that the wrong Germany has committed 
against them she will make good after 
her military goal has been reached. 

“Happily for Belgium and the world, 
a power exists, which is still above Ger- 
many, her idea of justice and her cul- 
ture. It is called the justice of God; it 
is to this judgment that the Belgian na- 
tien appeals.”

GERMANY GAINING 


| 


FAVOR IN AMERICA, 
PROFESSOR FINDS 


Ludwig Stein Says Change Is 
Partly Due to Disgust 
With England. 


BERNSTORFF “A FACTOR” 


Ambassador Declared to Have 
Captured 600 Newspapers 
for German Cause. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Dec. 13.—The Daily Mail 
publishes a translation by Wile of an 
article by Prof. Ludwig Stein, editor 
of Nord and Sud, entitled “Change of 
Opinion in America” which appeared 
in the Vossische Zeitung of Dec. 7. 
Stein begins by asserting that all 
signs indicate that a perceptible 
change in opinion has taken place to 
Germany’s advantage in America in 
the last few weeks and asserts that 
this is due to Britain’s seizure of 
cables and rigid censorship of news. 

“Quiet disgust over these autocratic 
tactics,” he writes, “is gradually be- 
ing converted into loud-voiced indig- 
nation among the  Iliberty-loving 
Americana. The American feels as if 
he were forcibly cut off from his 
relatives and from his scientific and 
artistic relations with Germany, the 
fountainhead of culture. 

“In addition to the efforts of 
Muensterberg and Dernburg there is 
the manly espousal of Germany’s 
righteous cause by full-blooded 
Americans like Prof. Burgess and 
Prof. Sloane. These men, as natives, 
know what tone to adopt to stir the 
American national soul to lively 
flights.” 

Praises German Ambassador. 

Speaking of the work of Ambassador 
Bernstorff, Stein says: 

“He has succeeded in inflaming %,- 
000,000 Germans in America into a united 
whole, and he has succeeded in appeal- 
ing to the hearts of even the million 
Russian Jews in America by writing 
to the editor of a Jewish newspaper in 
New York that Germany has given her 
Jews all civil rights. . 

“We must regard it as an especially 
happy achievement of Bernstorff that 
he succeeded during his visit to Mr. 
Hearst, the American newspaper king, 
in capturing this sovereign and over 
600 mewspapers for the German cause, 
thus parrying the®efforts of the great 
press of America, which is working in 
England’s service, notably the New 
York Times, which belongs to the Lon- 
don Times. Manipulation of the press 
is the most delicate problem of the 
diplomacy of all countries, especially 
German diplomacy. Bernstorff has in 
this respect proved himself master of 
the situation.” 

After declaring that Americans’ debts 
to England and France “are partially 
responsible for America kowtowing to 
them,” Stein proceeds: “The peace, so- 
cieties, which are very powerful over 
there—at their head being Carnegie, who 
has remorsefully recanted his early acts 
of misbehavior toward the Kaiser—are 
beginning te move tremendously in our 
favor. 

Sees U. 8S. on’ German Side. 

“This spirit from below is belng met 
more than half way by willingness 
from above, Bryan, Secretary of State 
despite the fact that his son-in-law is 
an English officer, Capt. Reginald 
Owen of the Royal Engineérs, is known 
throughout the country as the Prince 
of Peace, or the Angel of Peace. But 
more important than Bryan himself 
are his first assistants, Robert Lansing 
ard Solicitor Johnson, who favor an un- 
derstanding on a sane basis.

Death Rate Is Decreasing. 

The death rate in the registered area 
of the United States in 1830 was 20 
per 1000. In 1912 it was a little less 
than 14 per 1000. In the next genera- 
tion, the doctor said, the rate should 
be reduced to 10 or even 7 per 1000. 

Even before the war in Burope the 
Average longevity in the United 
States was greater than in any other 
country. Inasmuch as the death rate 
is the best measure of intelligence 
this speaks well for the average in- 
telligence of the country, said the 
doctor. 

. This was the service that medicine 
had rendered to the public, he as- 
werted. 

. Dr. Vaughan spoke of the dimin- 
ished death rate in scarlet fever, one- 
minth of that in 1880; of diphtheria, 
which had been robbed of its hor- 
ror by antitoxin, and of tuberculosis, 
fn which the death rate had been 
reduced 54 per cent since 1880. 
Deaths From Tuberculosis. 

© If the death rate of 1901 from tu- 
ee had continued 10 years, 
the said, 200,000 more would have 
@ied fro mthe disease than did die. 
In other words, 20,000 lives a year 
were saved. This was accomplished 
by the intelligent co-operation of the 
more intelligent portion of the pop- 
wlation with the more _ intelligent 
members of the medical profession. 

He said it was not to be expected, 
however, that there would be cor- 
responding progress in the next 380 
years, because the disease would 
have to be dealt with very largely 
where it lurked in the homes of ig- 
morance, poverty and viciousness. 

Dr. Vaughan declared that war was 
a disease due to heredity or eviron- 
ment or both. It was to be eradicated 
by treating it as a disease and digin- | 
fecting its breeding places, 

The crime record of the United 
States was not as satisfactory as the 
record of other diseases because it 
had not been treated as a disease. 
Accordingly, crime was more preva- 
lent in the®United States than in any 
other country where a daily record 
was kept. It had been found that 
there were 250,000 persons in the 
United States whose sole occupation 
was crime. Ten thousand murders 
were committed every year. That 
meant a murder every time the clock 
struck. And only 2 per cent of the 
murderers were punished. 

: Young Men in Prisons. 

It declared the penitentiaries were 
flied with young men. In the Michi- 
gan Penitentiary the average age was 
under 23, That meant that crime was 
being bred among the children. The 
remedy was provision fér medical in- 
spection of everybody once or twice 
a year, and the sanitery inspection 
of every honie, so that a record could 
be had of the feeble-minded, insane 
and otherwise diseased. 

A census in New Jersey had disclosed 

that there was one feeble-minded per- 
son in 500. An imperfect investigation in 
Michigan had shown that there were 9000 
potential criminals at large any one of 
whom, if he were to comimt murder, 
.bé held irresponsible, but under 

the law nothing could be done until the 
crime had been committed. ‘

Prof. Usher does not enter on any ex- 
tended discussion of what will happen 
to the Pan-German program in case 
the allies win.

What 
Prof. Usher does discuas, in original and 
interesting fashion, is the question 
whether the Pan-German program ia 
feasible, even in the event of an Aus- 
tro-German Military victory.

He has also made interesting addi- 
tions to the chapter on “The Significant 
Position of the United States.’’ There 
is a chapter dealing with the second 
Balkan War and its political results. 
and another entitled “An der Tag,’’ 
which outlines the events leading Yo 
the outbreak of the war. In this chap- 
ter the view is taken that both the 
Triple Entente and the Austro-German 
Alliance were definitely preparing for 
war before the assassination of the 
Austrian Archduke, which was only a 
pretext for hostilities. 


New View of America’s Course, 

In his addition to the chapter on the 
United States, Prof. Usher undertakes 
to answer the question what this coun- 
try could accomplish by aiding the Al- 
lies in the war. The original chapter 
takes the position that t interest of 
the United States lies in” the continu- 
ance of English naval supremacy, and 
that an unwritten alliance between 
America and England has existed since 
1897. 

On the subject of this country’s re- 
sources fér participation in the war, the 
writer says: 

Her army is too small, her militia 
too ill-equipped, for her to be able to 
dispatch an army to Burope large 
enough to affect the situation; her 

» navy is not needed until the English 
supremacy in the sea is really threat- 
ened; as long as her allies are hold- 
ing their own her neutrality is far 
more valuable thah any direct assist- 
ance she could possibly render. In- 
deed, for them the vital thing is that 
she should not directly aid Germany. 

If the English fleet should meet 
serious reverses, pnd England should 
be compelled to assemble her whole 
fleet in the Channel, the United 
States fleet would be needed to keep 
open the Atlantic highway and pro- 
tect the merchant marine carrying 
her own trade. Until it became hnec- 
essary to defend the Gulf of Mexico 
and South America, India and the 
Far East, the direct aid of the 
United States could not be decisive. 

Tacit American and British Alliance. 

In a further elaboration of his theory 
of a tacit alliance between the United 
States and Great Britain, having its be- 
ginning “probably before the summer of 
1897,’’ he writes:

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thought of; explicit promises and 
engagements were also futile; no ad- 
ministration could constitutionally 
bind its successors.

In case of a general 
European war between the coalitions,

Such an alliance, baged upon facts 
and not upon promises, upon proba- 
bilities rather than upon treaties, 
was all theg American statesmen 
could offer, but they made no se- 
cret of their conviction that their 
successors would observe the terms 
of the alliance of their own volition. 

The last two chapters of the revised 
book are “The Future of Pan-German- 
ism in Europe” and “The Future of 
Pan-Germanism Outside Europe,’’ 
What Pan-Germanism Success Means. 

Success for the Pan-Germanist pro- 
gram, Prof. Usher says in the first of 
these two chapters, méans “some- 
thing far more complex than a vic- 
torious sweep across France to the 
gates of Paris, more even than a 
complete victory on land and sea 
over their enemies. 

“Pan-Germanism involves the crea.- 
tion of the @¢dnfederation of states 
which it intends to make the con- 
trolling factor in international poli- 
tics; it involves, in the next place, the 
ability of-this confederation to win a 
victory over one or all of its enemies 
and to extend its authority and do- 
minions into Asia and Africa; it fur- 
ther assumes the feasibility of main- 
taining control and of preserving its 
‘newly Won supremacy ftntact from 
the subsequent assaults of interna) 
as well as external foes.” 

Fundamental factors, the author 
writes, are hostile to the existence 
and efficiency of such a confedera- 
tion, even in the event of military 
success,

roe Doctrine upon the shelf and accept 
the situation? “* * * 

Problems for Victorious Germany. 

“The new state which Pan-Germanism 
will create will, when ‘projected’ into 
Asia and Africa, necessarily and obvi- 
ously iack all those racial, religious and 
administrative ties which form the 
nexus between the parts of the British 
Empire. The lack of geographical, con- 
tiguity will be as obvious and inescapa- 
ble between Germany and colonies or 
dependencies in Asia as it is between 
Engiand and Australia—and there will 
be nothing else to take its place! Upon 
the long continued emigration ‘of En- 
glishmen from England depend all those 
ties which have maintained the unity 
of the British Empire despite its lack 
of contiguity and of a common economic 
interest. The chief premise of Pan- 
Germanism, upon whose strict mainte- 
nance the continued existence of the 
whole scheme depends, is the ability of 
Germany and Austria to prevent emi- 
gration and to retain in Europe every 
man, woman and child of Germanic 
stock. Can a durable empire be buiit 
upon so slender a basis?”

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BOTTLE-FED AUTO 
BRINGS THEM HOME 


Bringing up an automobile on a bottle 
is the feat recently performed by City 
Trustee A. H. Cross of Corona, Cal., 


who returned a short time ago from a 
trip into the interior of the ‘‘Golden 
State’ in his Studebaker ‘30,"" The 
bringing-up process was not called into 
effect because of the absence of conven- 
tional feeding methods, but was made 
necessary by the peculiar characteristics 
of the highway which, at one point 
awdy off the regular lines of travel, 
went over a mountain so steep, that the 
gable roof of a house is pronounced 
level in comparison. 

The steepness of the gradient did not 
stop Cross and the Studebaker until the 
flow of gasoline from the tank, under | 
lthe seat, no longer reached the carbu- 
retor. The motor coughed intermittent- 
ly and then stopped. 

An empty bottle was discovered. This 
was filled with gasoline and attached 
to the end of the feed line by an ex- 
tempore stopper and a foot of tape. 
With this apparatus a second attempt 
was made at the hill. The fuel, how- 
ever, refused to flow from the bottle, 
due to the absence of an air inlet. 

With great care, Mr. Cross managed 
to break a hole in the upper end of 
the bottle. This permitted a flow of 
fuel to the carburetor. With a passen- 
ger holding the bottle high in air, the 
car tackled the hill again and went 
over the top without further difficulty, 
though the grade was pronounced to 
be approximately 4 _— in steep- 
ness. 

Had the car been one of the more 
recent Studebaker models, he would 
have been able to make without inter- 
ruption any grade on which his wheels 
could secure traction, as the degree of 
fall in the fuel line from the cowl tank 
is much greater than the tank in the 
old location.

CADILLAC EIGHT SHOW

The mothers were so reduced by priva- 
tion that they had no milk of their own. As 
for cows’ milk, it was not to be had for any 
money. 

Add another picture, brought out by an Ameri- 
can from Belgium. He stood one morning by the 
back door of a German cook camp, watching a 
group of Belgian women grubbing through the 
trash-heap piled up behind the camp. All these 
women carried babies. 

“What are they doing?’ he asked a Jerman 
Sergeant with whom he had _ struck up ac- 
quaintance. “ 

“Scraping our condensed milk cans,’ said the 
Sergeant. “It’s the only way to get milk for 
their babies. I’ve seen them run their fingers 
round a can which looked as bright as a new 
coin, and hold them into the babies’ mouths to 
suck. My company,” he added, “has been get- 
ting along without milk in its coffee and giving 
it to these women. We've received no orders to 
the contrary—and we're mostly family men. But 
we're an exception; and it doesn’t go very far.”’ 


Mother With Baby Collapses. 


ERE is another recent picture from strick- 
HL en Brussels, that gay, dainty, lively city 
in old times-—the city whose’ smiling 
people called it petit Paris.

The cattle were first of all to go; ‘even in 
August I saw the Germans kill milch cows for 
rations. A cow or a small dairy herd is left 
here or there: but ther are the exceptions. 


The suppiy of condensed milk ran short long 
ago. Now milk is a necessity to most civilized 
children between the ages of one and two years. 
Some children, it is true, pull through, under ex- 
ceptional circumstances of privation, without it; 
but these are the unusually sturdy; they stand 
apart from the rule. The average young child 
must have milk or he will die.. And there is no 
milk. 


A Winter of Famine Ahead. 


GAIN, the suckling babe must have moth- 
A er’s milk or a substitute. There is, of 
course, no substitute to be had in Bel- 

gium and equally there is little mother’s milk. 

Every. woman knows that a civilized nursing 
mother must “keep up her strength.” She must 
have nourishing food—in many cases_ special 
food. Every woman knows that a certain propor- 
tion of civilized mothers cannot feed their own 
babies even at that. P 

Nourishing food—special food! The news which 
filters out of that locked, stricken country to the 
American Commission for Relief in Belgium 
makes a sarcasm and a mockery of those phrases.

Ts country-wide war on high school fra- 


ternities and societies reached a decisive 
action when a recent edict of the Pan- 
Hellenic congress went forth announcing that

discouraging high school secret societies 
is right, is the fact that the college so- 
cieties have decided against them. They 
serve no such purpose as college or- 
ganizations of the kind do, for high 
school pupils have homes and family 
ties which should be cultivated and not 
interfered with by the absorbing influ- 
ence of ‘the club.’ 

“College societies are justified in say- 
ing their high school imitators cheapen 
their ideal.’’ 

Snobbishness, exclusiveness, imitative- 
ness are the chief objections, then, as 
Supt. Blewett’s arraignment shows, 

Mr. Powell, principal of Soldan, would 
be next in value as a source of informa- 
tion upon this subject. He would be 
well supplied with first-hand observa- 
tions and experiences with the problem, 
I thought, and was not disappointed. 


Arraigned by Soldan Principal. 


‘‘Members of secret societies have been 
known to place the good of their own 
organization above that of the larger 
school interests,’’ said Mr. Powell. 

He then cited as a convincing in- 
stance the case of a parent who came 
to him with the complaint that his son 
having ‘‘made’”’ a certain fraternity, 


had learned that one of the require- 
ments of membership in good standing 
is that he ‘fail in at least one study.” 

“It has been my observation that 
it is usually the weaklings, those who 
do not assimilate the school spirit or 
knowledge we seek to impart, who flock 
to the secret societies. | 

“Their brothers and sisters swear to 
stand by each other in time of diffi- 
culty and only the weak seem to need 
such support. This is not saying that 
individually they may not be very lov- 
able and brilliant socially. But it is 
to say that as students they may be 
impossible.”’ 

Then he told me of the disagreeable 
instance of a boy who had raised a 
fine imposed upon him for the loss of 
some laboratory tool from 2% cents tv 
$2.50 by the addition of cipher and 
period, in a statement sent to his 
parents. | 

‘‘He hadn't been able to keep up with 
his fraternity asséssments financially,’ 
remarked Mr. Powell. 

There was another instance of insub 
ordination to be attributed to this ‘fra- 
ternal’ influence. A parent had asked 
the principal to detain his son from 
leaving school to attend a fraternity 
function fn a neighboring town. Mr 
Powell accordingly refused to sign an 
‘‘excuse” for his absence. The boy, by 
deliberate misrepresentation, not only 
got himself, but several of his “broth- 
ers,’” excused by the subordinate teach- 
er. The entire group was later sus- 
pended. 

The leading boy’s father then repudi- 
ated his previous arrangement with the 
principal, endeavoring to get his boy 
reinstated. 

“Showing that,’’ Mr. Powell comment- 
¢d, “‘although these social organizations 
outside the school are clearly a parent’s 
problem, parents sometimes are ready 
t> shift the responsibility to the 
teacher.’’ 

Denounced as Undemocratic, 

These societies are objectionable, said 
Mr. Powell, because they are undemo- 
cratic. 

“It is true,” said he, “‘we have other 
Clubs, whose membership !s limited, as. 
for instance, the Botany Club. It is 
impracticable for one teacher to at- 
tempt to chaperon a club of more than 
25 or 30 upon the botany hikes. As- 
pirants to membership must wait their 
turn. 

“But we have no clubs in the public 
schools which have the privilege of ex- 
cluding members because of any social 
or personal objection. Such organiza- 
tions would be incompatible with the 
fundamental basis of the public schools 
as an essentially democratic institu- 
tian.’”’ 

T had already been told of the case 
of a girl one sorority had marked for 
their own, but who had determined not 
to align herself with any faction. A 
system of coercion had been used, a 
discreet assortment of snubs and over- 
tures, until the girl, rather than yield, 
had forsaken Soldan and taken up her 
studies at Mary Institute. Mr. Powell 
aiso knew of this case. 

“Fancy,” he said, “having to seek in 
a private school the democracy that 
had been denied her in public school. 

“That these children have but a faint 
conception of the real significance of 
these organizations among college men 
and women was illustrated here a day 
or so ago. A Pi Beta Phi Gamma girl 
of Washington University came here de- 
siring to see a certain girl student. The 
younger woman was not at leisure just 
then and the sorority member seemed 
so anxious that I offered to have her 
message communicated. ‘I am afraid 
you wouldn’t sympathize with my er- 
rand,’ she said. ‘Well, this grows in- 
teresting,’ said I. ‘Let’s see.’ So she 
confided that she just wanted to know 
by what right this president of a high 
school sorority had gone to a jeweler 
and ordered a number of pins bearing 
the Pi Beta Phi'insignia complete. It 
turned out that one little high schoo! 
girl; who had no idea of appropriating 
the property of others, had merely fan- 
cied the general design and appearance 
of the older sorority’s precious emblem 
and had ordered accordingly.’’ 


Ignorant Even of Greek Alphabet. 

Another teacher farther down the line 
told me of how often she its asked to 
pronounce and translate the Greek let- 
ter combinations to which these young- 
sters have sworn life-long allegiance. 

“It is always the dressy, showy girl, 
the one likely to be popular. with the 
Loys, who is chosen for these sorority 
honors,”’ this same teacher told me. 

Another instance of snobbish persecu- 
tion she related to me. Two. girls 
had been chums through all the grades, 
walking home together every day, until 
they entered high school. One of the 
girle was of the showy type and blessed 
with wealthy parents, the other was lovy- 
able but poor. 

The difference in worldly matters had 


mi never in any way altered their relations. 


but it did when they came under the 
influence of the sorority. 

The wealthy girl was chosen for mem- 
bership, the poor gir! was ignored. And 
now, ‘tis said, the wealthy girl is not 
permitted by her oaths and vows to as-

Il had been informed that Miss June 
Cjark would be the authority best quali- 
fied to set forth the case for the soror- 
ity members. Miss Clark is president 
of the Inter-Sorority Council. She alsy 
is vice-president of the senior Class 
ti: be graduated from Soldan High next 
month. This office is hers by right of 
scholarship. In more than one way 
she refutes Mr. Powell’s severe gen- 
cral arraignment. Only last week, Mr. 
lowell had told me, he had June Clarl. 
to thank for setting in motion a much- 
needed dress reform movement at Sol 
dan, the outcome of which is that the 
girl graduates will appear upon that 
momentous occasion in simple midd~ 
blouse costume, instead of the usual 
fuss, flowers and frills. 

“All. the national high school sorori- 
ties in St. Louis, four at Soldan and 
two at Central, are represented in the 
council of which I am president,’ said 
Miss Clark. 

“T cannot speak for all the purposes 
of all the sororities, but I know that my 
own sorority, the Phi Beta Psis, have 
many activities other than purely social] 
ones for their aim. 

“At most of our meetings we sew for 
charity. Last year the proceeds of our 
bazars we gave to Bethesda and this 
year we gave to the Boyle #éttlement. 
Then we packed baskets for the Prov- 
ident Association at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas time. 

“Likeableness” Chief Qualification. 

“Of course, we have little parties and 
very soon we are going to have a big 
party, but as we haven't done this for 
three vears, we think we are about due 
to celebrate. 

“Our rules require that we know all 
the rules of iy ena and a member's 
grades must be at least 80 per cent the 
rirst and at least 75 the third term. 
“Otherwise, the only qualification of 
membership is simply that we LIKE 
the candidate. That is all she has to be, 
just liked by all of us. Her means to 
keep up the expense depend entirely 
upon herself; We have many poor girls 
in our sorority. Some I know earn 
money for their dues and assesments by 
‘inaking and selling things at the Wom- 
in’s Exchange. After all, the dues are 
less than $1 a month. It is by letting 
her debts accumulate that a girl is 
likely to find paying up a hardship. 

“A good deal of financial training is 
zained which does not come amiss in 
other ways. If we ask a girl to be- 
long and for som? reason she can’t or 
doesn't want to, we don’t drop her or 
“snub her. We have no rules or agree- 
ments to that effect. .: don’t know 
how such reports get around.” 

I had been directed to several girls 
who had, it was said, veen victims of 
a System of snubbing and snobbish- 
ness at the hands of sororities. But, 
quite naturally, I suppose, I found not 
one who would admit it or be per- 
suaded to part with any information 
on the subject. 

On the other hand, Miss Clark was 
so sweet, so earnest, so simply girlish, 

I hadn’t had reason to know that 
she is on splendid terms with the

With the teach- 
er co-operating at the outset, suggest 
ing and encouraging high ideals, spe- 
ific objections such as snobbery never 
on out. 
“It is most undemoécratic to 
our democracy on others, You can- 
‘ol keep people from *“#eparating int» 
‘cngenial groups. Why; if we insisted 
iron unlimited democracy, we should 
try to inelude everybody in this res- 
taurant in one conversation, instead of 
reserving our confidence to our two 
selves. 
“IT am in favor of anything that will 
ercourage social flexibility. To me, the 
number of graduates who come out of 
our schools impoverished as to. means 
of expressing themselves socially is 
ritiful.”’

Stewart’s extraordinary work has set 
afoot the present campaign, which, sup- 
State and 


municipal officials, educators and the 
public at large—including pre-eminently 
illiterates themselves, forecasts Ken- 
tucky’s quick advance to a conspicuous 
place among those states renowned for 
their educational endeavors and their 
few illiterates. In fact, the object of 
the campaign is actually to exterminate 
illiteracy in Kentucky by 1920, mental 
and physical defectives excluded. 
Began Crusade in 1911. 

Mrs. Stewart began her active crusade 
in 1911, after she had -been touched by 
the sad condition of the uneducated in 
her community. In that rough moun- 
tain country every school district was 
cut by a creek, which, during the rainy 
season, became flooded. Children whos 
attempted to reach school by fording 
or crossing these streams were in dan- 
ger of death. This was only one of 
many physical obstacles to attending 
school. Many of the families were poor. 
A barefooted boy with frozen feet be- 
ing nursed to warmth and strength by 
his teacher was not an uncommon sight. 
Bad roads, poverty and the isolated lo- 
cation of the farms made schooling ex- 
tremely difficult, even for those who 
braved all obstacles. 
Mrs. Stewart observed these conditions 
and it was then she conceived the idea 
of moonlight schools, so named because 
they are held at night and only when 
the moon makes the treacherous moun- 
tain roads safe for travel. The first 
moonlight school session she advertised 
widely, inviting all the people to at- 
tend. It was difficult at first, because 
she had to gain the confidence of a peo- 
ple who had been more or less brought 
up to be suspicious. But she succeeded 
beyond her fondest dreams. 

Mothers With Babes in Arms. 

Octogenarians, middle-aged men and 
women, rough mountaineers, youths and 
maidens, just.past the age when they 
should have finished their education, 
with no thought of the differences in 
théeir ages or stations, eagerly assembled 
for instruction and applied themselves 
with surprising diligence to their task. 
An opportunity they had tearfully longed 
for but given up hope of receiving, had 
come to them at last. 

Domestic Science Taught. 

In a short time Mrs. Stewart had 
every school in the country conducting 
moonlight sessions. In addition to the 
ordinary textbooks, other means of ed- 
ucation were used. Tools from _ the 
neighborhood of each school were bor- 
rowed. The boys learned carpentering 
and improved the equipment of the 
sechoolhouses. The girls were instrueted 
in domestic science, materials and equip- 
ment being donated by whomsoever 
could. The results of the work ‘were 
astounding and soon the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and State authori- 
ties became interested in Mrs. Stewart's 


ported enthusiastically by 


activities. 

Through Federal aid, boys’ and girls’ 
corn and tomato clubs were formed and 
at once began competing for prizes in 
raising these products. One boy raised 
7 bushels of corn from an acre on the 
top of a cliff and won a handsome cash 
prize. Other contests followed and 
other prizes were awarded. The pro- 
ceeds helped the boys and girls and 
also their elders to pay taxes for im- 
proved schooling facilities. 

The State Highway Commission caught 
the spirit of the work. By the aid of the 
people themselves, 50 yards of good road 
were constructed in front of every 
schoolhouse in the county. Roadways 
were remapped, culverts and _ bridges 
were planned and soon an elaborate sys- 
tem of county highways was being 
established. 

Schools Bring Prosperity. 

In the meantime. women who could 
not write their own names when the 
movement was launched, became teach- 
ers of their fellow citizens, and farm- 
ers who had barely existed are now 
reaping the harvest of scientific meth- 
ods learned as a result of moonlight 
schoolwork. They now are able, to 
profit by the agricultural literature of- 
fered by the Federal and State depart- 
ments. 

Three years after Mrs. Stewart  in- 
augurated her moonlight schools, there 
are only 2% illiterates in the county 
where 1100 formerly was the record. 
These 23 are either physical or mental 
defectives. The first year, 1200 persons 
attended the moonlight classes. In 1913 
the attendance was 2500. Now the night 
schools exceed the day classes in at- 
tendance. 

The results of the educational move 
directed by Mrs. Stewart @ould not es- 
cape the attention of other communi- 
ties, which adopted the “moonlight 
schools”’ plan with great success, Soon

OKLAHOMA MODEL 
TOWN VERY DIRTY, 
OFFICIAL REPORTS 


Health Commissioner Descends 
on Norman Unexpectedly and 
Finds Conditions Bad. 


WELLS DISEASE BREEDERS 


Feared That Students Might 
Spread Maladies in Going 
to Their Homes. 


NORMAN, Ok., Dec. 12.—A consider- 
j able portion of the population of Nor- 
iman is complaining that the Oklahoma 
, State Commissioner of Health, Dr. J. 
Mahr, came to town and bumped 


their heads without calling ‘Low 
bridge!’’ Some are angry, some are 
chagrined and a number amused. ‘ 

Norman is the seat of Oklahoma Uni- 
'versity, and always smiles when it is 
spoken of as the ‘Athens of Okla- 
/homa.”’ Commissioner Mahr had heard 
'these Athenians of Oklahoma boast of 
civic pride, smooth pavements, fine 
ishade “trees and beautiful lawns. He 
grew curious about the alleys, the wells 
and cisterns, the back yards, the dairies 
and the way grocers, butchers and bak- 
ers handled their products. He ap- 
‘peared with his staff of helpers so un- 
| expectedly one day that the town was 
‘caught napping. 

Commissioner Mahr found it neces- 
isary to publish a 40-page pamphlet, with 
numerous illustrations and two maps, 
to describe what he found, the title of 
the publication being ‘‘A Sanitary Sur- 
vey of the Town of Norman, Ok., a 
University Town.’ The last three words 
of the title are what cost most annoy- 
ance to those citizens who wear spec- 
tacles and earmuffs. 

Purpose of Survey. 

The local purpose of the survey is 
made plain by Mahr, as follows: — ‘‘Nor- 
man, the University Town, is the educa- 
‘tional center of our State. Hundreds of 
young men and women from all parts 
of the State and from _ surrounding 
states spend about nine months of the 
year in this city, and then depart to 
their various homes in the spring. It 
is therefore highly important to have 
an accurate knowledge of the sanitary 
and health conditions of such a town, 
as the control of infectious and con- 
tagious diseases of the entire State may 
depend upon such conditions. At the 
same time the student body is entitled 
to health protection during their resi- 
dence in Norman.” 

The health officers visited each resi- 
dence, living apartment and place of 
business, including the university, and 
received answers to questions that cov- 
ered every phase of health and sanitary 
conditions. Outside the fact that Nor- 
man had an ample supply of pure water 
from deep wells, the survey report does 
not indicate that the health officers 
founa much that met with their ap- 
proval. Twenty of the 152 private wells 
were tested, and 17 found to be contam- 
inated. Practically every dairy from 
which Norman draws its daily milk sup- 
ply was found to be in a highly unsani- 
tary condition. The names of the dairy- 
men were printed and their dairies de- 
scribed in detail. Norman gasped at 
the revelations. 

In most instances the public school 
buildings were reported as unsanitary 
and overcrowded and the grounds neg- 
lected and unsightly with rubbish. 

Business District Drubbed. 

The business district was given a 
lively drubbing. One of the town bak- 
erles was described as a ‘‘disgrace to the 
city and fit object for immediate con- 
demnation.’”’ Grocery stores and butch- 
er shops, in numerous instances, did not 
acreen their articles of food. 

“With the oxception of two paved al- 
leys in the business district,’’ said the 
report, “‘all alleys are neglected and in 
most instances filthy. They have be- 
come the depository for trash, flith, 
kitchen waste, dead chickens and any- 
thing else of little value. Practically all 
are overgrown with weeds.” 

Oklahoma University was not spared, 
the report. saying: ‘““‘The library and 
ecience hall buildings are not in good 
condition. Sanitary conditions, espe- 
clally in the science hall, are not the 
best. There no means for proper ven- 
tilation to remove fumes from laborato- 
ries. The gymnasium, a frame building, 
is overcrowded, unsanitary, with poor 
ventilation. There are ur wooden 
buildings on the campus, back of science 
hall, used for class rooms, print shop 
and anatomy building. They are all in 
poor condition, overcrowded and inade- 
quately ventilated.” 

Typhoid was sufficiently prevalent in 
Norman to be considered epidemic by 
Mahr, who gave warning that if the 
public officers of Norman did not rem- 
edy this condition the State would be 
compelled to take action. 

Wants It to Be Helpful. 

Mahr intends that this survey shall be 
helpful, not only to Norman, but to 
all other towns in Oklahoma, by its 
giving citizens a better understanding of 
existing conditions. 

“What is true of Norman,” continued 
the report, ‘is true of nearly every 
town in the State of Oklahoma. The 
same survey made in these towns will 
reveal these conditions, this neglect and 
the failure on the part of the city gov- 
ernment to provide proper protection for 
the health of its citizenship. To assure 
yourself of the truthfulness of this state- 
ment, let anyone who is interested inves- 
tigate the school grounds, buildings, 
places that furnish food supplies, al- 
leys, streets, the water and milk sup- 
ply, and how contagious diseases are 
cared for, and we feel confident that 
they will be convinced.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—The plans of Jo 
seph Leiter’s monumental effort to cor- 
ner the wheat market in 1898, when he 
ran the price up to $1.8 a bushel and 
finally lost about $12,000,000, were related 
in detail by himself as a witness today 
in Federal Judge Humphrey’s court. He 
asserted if the late F. H. Peavey and 
the late C. A. Pillsbury, of Minneapolis. 
who, he declared were virtually his part- 
ners, had not released grain on the 
Chicago market during his operations, 
he would have been successful. 

The Minneapolis:grain men would not 
put the agreement in writing, he said, 
because they assertdd it was a ‘‘crim- 
inal conspira@cy’’ under the laws of Min- 
nesota and’ they did not wish to sign 
anything which might be Wrought up 
against them later. 

Now Lives in Washington. 
Leiter, who now lives in Washington 
is the son of the late Levi Z. Leiter 
who sold millions of dollars worth of 
downtown Chicago property to make 
gcod his son’s losses. 

Leiter took the witness stand to de- 
ferd himself in a suit to recover $380,- 
935, the principal and interest on tw> 
notes which the Interior Elevator Co 
and the Monarch Elevator Co., the lat- 
ter represented by Chester W. Lane of 
Minneapolis, say is owing for wheat 
bought in 1898. 

Asked what his occupation was in that 
year, Leiter said he was ‘“‘more busy 
running a wheat deal than anything 
else.” He told of a visit to Minneapolis, 
where, he said, he conferred with Pills- 
bury and Peavey, who was president of 
the two elevator companies bringing suit. 
James Peavey, brother of the latter, was 
also in the conference, Leiter said. 

Had More Than Visible Supply. 
“We compared our statements of grain 
we had on hand with the statements of 
the State and Government.”’ said Leiter. 
“We found we had more wheat than 
there was in the visible supply, and f 
said: ‘Let us put this down in black and 
white, then we will have something to 
show exactly what We are going to do, 
ard how we are going to do it, so there 
will not be any mistake. 

“Messrs. Pillsbury and F. H. Peavey 
reared up immediately and said no, they 
would not sign any agreement, as they 
did not care to go to jail. I said: ‘No 
more do I.’’ 

“They said it was a criminal con- 
spiracy under the laws of Minnesota. I 
said: “Why, it looks like a good deal. 


that.’ 

“They said they were willing to 
take their chances, but they would 
not sign the agreement. 

“I told thém I wanted it under- 
stood that nogwheat be shipped to 
Chicago, as I had my May corner on. 
This was agreed to. I said I did not 
want the ‘shorts’ to get the wheat 
we had so they could deliver it to 
me in Chicago. I told them I wanted 
to squeeze the ‘shorts’ and get all I 
could.” 

Leiter also said he paid Peavey & 
Co. ‘‘a.couple of million dollars” in 
margins on these purchases. Later 
when the wheat began to pour into 
the Chicago market, Leiter said, he 
told Peavey he thought«he was the 
man who was shipping it. 

“He got very mad,” said Leiter, 
“and threatened.all sorts of dire 
things. He said he would ‘bust’ the 
pool wide open and he did.” 

Played “Judas” With Him. 
“They played Judas with me,” he 
said. “When the market broke I 
found that I owed \one creditor—The 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank—hbe- 
tween $10,000,000 and $12,000,000. 
Every cent of it, and of other bills, 
has been paid, I don’t owe this one.” 
Leiter said that he was in control 
of «the Chicago market and would 
have won had Peavey and the Pills- 
bury people kept their. promise to 
him. : 

Local traders still talk of the 
dramatic conclusion of the “corner.” 
Ice-crushing tugs were used in smash- 
ing .the ice so that cargoes of wheat 
at the head of the Great Lakes could 
be delivered to Leiter, who had run 
the price up to a maxtmum of $1.85 
a bushel. Prodigies of exertion, in- 
spired by the most liberal tips, were 
performed to get snow-blockaded 
trains laden with wheat in Chicago. 
Leiter, who started buying wheat 
at between 80 and 90 cents, found 
himself paying well over $1.50 for 
the late arrivals. Even the great 
Leiter fortune could not stand it. 
The ice-crusted boats from the North 
and the grein cars from the West 
disgorged their loads,-the banks de- 
clined to loan more money, and the 
“Young Napoleon” was beaten. 

Phillip D.. Armour, the veteran 
packer, was the man who fought 
Leiter and won.

They are what {fs called “inde- 
pendent,” a civilian weakness which 
they will learn to blush over in a few 
months, and to discourage among later 
recruits; but they are also very quick 
to pick up dodges and ticks that make 
aman more comfortable in camp life, 
and their domestic routine runs on 
wheels.

Newspapers Refer to Von Fal- 


kenhayn’s Failure on 
Western Front. 


VON MOLTKE “PUT ASIDE” 


He Is Said to Have Favored Ac- 
tion in Center, Kaiser Or- 
dered Drive at Calais. 


By Associated Press. : 

THER HAGUB, Dec. 12.—German 
newspapers which have just been re- 
ceived here show that the German 
press, although prohibited from crit- 
icising any acts of the Government 
during ‘thé war, is much displeased 
by the sudden change in the leader- 
Ship of the military forces. They 
state that Count von Moltke has been 
“politely sidetracked” as chief of 
the general staff and that supreme 
command has been given to “a war 
minister whose behavior toward the 
Reichstag in the Zahbern incident was 
insulting.” 

In the short biographies of Major- 
General von Falkenhayn, which the 
newspapers are permitted to print, 
they refer in: the most guarded way 
to what they term his failure up to 
the present time in the operations on 
the western front. 


Von Falkenhayn Installed Oct. 25. 
‘Von Falkenhayn was appointed 


temporary chief of the general staff 
on Oct. 25,” says the Berliner Tage- 
blatt. “He therefore has held the 
position since the fall of Antwerp. 
During this period have occurred the 
battles of the Yser and Dixmude. In 
this serious time, therefore, Von 
Falkenhyn has been uniting all the 
functions which during the ware of 
1870 were divided between Von Moltke 
and Roon.” 


It is intimated in these newspapers, 


that there has been friction between 
Emperor William and Count von 
Moltke, owing to a difference of opin- 
fon concerning the conduct in the 
west; it being understood that while 
Von Moltke favored energetic opera- 
tions against the French center, the 
Emperor was strongly inclined to- 
ward pushing the advance in the di- 
rection of Calais. As a result of this 
conflict of opinion, {t is said Count 
von Moltke retired to take the cure 
at Homburg, being, however, in no 
actual need of medical attention. 

Gen, von Falkenhayn then continued 
the operations in Flanders, under the 
Cjrection of the Emperor. Announce- 
ment was made five days ago that Gen 
von Falkenhayn wopld remain at th 
head of the general staff, but tha 
Count von Moltke might be given an 
ether mission. 


Kaiser Opposed Plan 
The plan of campaign’ of Count von 


Moltke, as originally outlined, was t» 
advance on Paris as rapidly as possi- 
ble and this led to the swift movemert 
toward the French capital by Gen. von 
Kluck and Gen. von Hausen in August 
and September, which was ended bs: 
the forced retreat to the positions now 
occupied by the Germans in France 
It is stated that friction between Em 
peror William and Count von Moltke 
firet occurred at this time, the Emperor 
taking the ground that the move tactic- 
ally was futile. 

After the capture of Antwerp it was 
Von Moltke’s desire, according to these 
reports, td concentrate efforts on the 
Verdun-Toul line, while the Emperor 
pointing to the possibility of an envelon- 
ing movement by the allies, or a break 
through the wedge which Von Moltke 
proposed to advance, favored the con- 
tinuation of operations against the 
forces of the allies in Flanders. This is 
the situation, it is now said, which 
finally led to Von Moltke’s trip to Hom 
burg and the installation of Von Falken- 
hayn as Chief of the General Staff. 


Indian Troops Parry Thrusts

SOUTHAMPTON, Dec. 12.—A Cana- 
dian soldier who has visited several hos- 
pitals in the south of England recently, 
saw 40 or 50 East Indians, all of whom 
had their left hands bandaged. He asked

“All of them have bayonet wounds in 
the left hand, because of their style of 
fighting,”’ was the reply. “When they 
get close enough for a hand-to-hand 
fight they throw down their guns, parry 
the boyonets of the enemy with their 
left hand and ve their knives with the 
right hand. Of course they get a bad 
wound in their left hand, but they don’t 
mind that, and they almost always get 
their man.’’

It shows that Austria-Hungary this 
month has 60 aeroplanes and eight 
dirigtbles; Belgium 60 aeroplanes, no 
dirigibles; Great Britain, 900 aeroplanes, 
12 dirigibles; France, 1400 aeroplanes, 30 
dirigibles; Germany, 1400 aeroplanes, 6 
dirigibles; Italy, 90 areoplanes, four 
dirigibles; Japan, 2 aeroplanes, two 
dirigibles; Russia, 1000 aeroplanes, 2 
dirigibles.

TO INVADE BRITAIN 


Hero of Mafeking Thinks Ger- 
mans Would Strike at In- 
dustrial Centers. 


Correspondence of the Associate’ Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—Gen. Baden-Powell 
shares the opinion of many other En- 
flish military experts who believe that 
Germany fully expects to invade En- 
gland if possible and will direct its ac- 
tivities toward the commercial cities in 
the north of England, rather than to- 
ward London and the resort cities of the 
south. In the opinion of Gen. Baden 
Powell, the German Emperor will en- 
| deavor to land at least 90,000 troops in 
England. 

“I know that the general idea is,”” said 
Gen. Baden-Powell in a recent inter- 
view, “‘that the attempt to invade En- 
gland will be made on the coast of Nor- 
folk or Suffolk. Personally, I think that 
}the Yorkshire coast is more likely, for 
the Germans will first desire to invade 
the industrial centers of the north. They 
appreciate what effect that would have 
if they succeeded. Once let them get 
hold of some of the big manufacturing 
towns, factories would be smashed up 
and ruined and I estimate that they 
could then throw 14,000,000 persons out of 
employment, rendering them destitute 
and starving. It is certain that even by 
a short, sharp raid they could do a 
tremendous amount of damage.” 

He Is Not Optimistic. 

Gen. Baden-Powell is far less optimis- 
tic about the war than many of En- 
gland’s public men. The hero of Mafe- 
king said: 

“There are still many persons in coun- 
try districts and even in some of our 
large towns, who do not realize what 
this great war means—that Britain’s 
fight is one for her very existence. We 
receive encouraging reports that we are 
doing well, but we must remember that 
one side or the other must go under 
and go under forever.

_ VERA CRUZ, Deo. 12.—“If the United 
States employs force to stop the firing 


by Mexicans across the international 
boundary: line at Naco it will be con- 
sidered an unfriendly act, notwithstand- 
ing the friendly motives cloaking the 
act.” 

In this manner Gen. Carranza made 
answer in a statement to the Associated 
Press to the formal notice served by 
the United States on both provisional 
President Gutierrez and Gen. Carranza 
that unless such firing ceased force 
would be employed to protect American 
territory.

2300 AT FREE SOUP KITCHEN 


During Eight Days 15,684 Men Have 
Been Fed. 

Twenty-three hundred bowls of 
soup were provided to hungry men 
at the free soup kitchen, in the ola 
Four Courts Building at Twelfth 
street and Clark avenue, yesterday 
afternoon. The greater part of the 
rush of men comes from 4 to 6 p,. 
m., although the distribution of soup 
continues until 7 o’clock. The largest 
number of bowls of soup given out 
during the week was.2380 on Friday, 
the smallest number 1402 last Sun- 
day.* There has been an almost daily 
increase, and the total number of 
bowls of soup given out in the eight 
days that the kitchen has been run- 
ning is 15,684. 

Today’s bill of fare will be rice 
soup, yesterday’s having been vege- 
table soup. Contributions toward the 
support of the work are being re- 
ceived by Albert von Hoffmann, 
president of the organization in 
charge, and founder of the insfitu- 
tion. About $150 has been received, 
and the cost of, soup and service is 
about $200 a week. Several produce 
houses have made gifts of potatoes, 
other vegetables and rice, and the 
George Elhardt Bakery Co. has do- 
nated 600 loaves of bread and has 
promised to send its returned bread 
daily for a time. An additional steam 
jacket kettle, of 160 gallons capacity, 
has been furnished to the soup kitch- 
en .by Director of Public Safety Tol- 
kacz.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The issues of 
national prohibition and woman suffrage 
will be placed squarely before the House 
of Represeritatives as a result of action 
taken today by the House Rules Com- 
mittee, when it decided to report special 
rules for fhe consideration of constitu- 
tional amendments on both subjects. 

Representative Henry, chairman of the 
Rules Committee, asserted the rule on 
the Hobson prohibition resolution would 
be presented Dec. 22 and that the reso- 
lution, after eight hours of debate, 
would be pressed to a vote on that date. 
' The suffrage resolution, he said, will 
fcllow immediately. 

Henry Against Both Bills. 

Prohibition and suffrage supporters 
immediately began to line up their forces 
for the coming encounter. Members 
who had determined to go home for 
Christmas; whether Congress adjourned 
or not, revised their programs. 

Representative Henry issued a state- 
ment asserting he would vote against 
both of ‘the proposed constitutional 
amendments.

AND SUFFRAGE 


National Contest at This Time 
Would Divert Attention From 
More Immediate Issues. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.~—The Post- 


Dispatch presents herewith Secretary 


of State Bryan's opinions on prohibition 
and woman’s suffrage, as set forth in 
an editorial signed by Bryan, which will 
appear in the forthcoming edition f 
the Commoner: 


“Some of the Democratic editors pro 
fees to misunderstand the import of the 
two editorials in the last issue of: the 
Commoner, one entitled ‘Tne Alcoholic 
Milistone,’ and the other an editorial 
in support of woman’s suffrage. 

“These editors seem to consider the 
above mentioned editorials as an in- 
d°%rsement of national amendments fa- 
vorable to prohibition and woman’s suf- 
frage, but a careful reading of them will 
reveal the fact that while the former 
plainly protests against the domination 
of the Democratic party by the liquor 
interests and the latter as plainly suv- 
ports woman’s suffrage, they relate to 
these issues as they present themselves 
in the various states. 


Questions at Issue in States. 

“A two-thirds vote of the two houses 
of Congress is required for the sub- 
mission of an amendment to the nation 
ai Constitution, and then the amend- 
ment must be ratified by three-fourths 
of the states. There is no reason to be 
lieve that a prohibition amendment or 
a suffrage amendment would, at this 
time, be ratified by three-fourths of th 
states, even if it secured a vote of two- 
thirds of the two houses. Believing ir 
both woman's suffrage and the aboll- 
tion of the liquor traffic, I would vote 
for either amendment if submitted, but 
the time does not seem opportune for 
the submission of either of these amend- 
ments. <A national contest for either 
amendment would simply divert atten- 
tion from other issues upon which the 
people are ready to act, without advanc- 
ing the cause of woman’s suffrage or the 
prohibition movement.

AT RE-OPENING OF 
NEW YORK CHANGE 


Great Confidence Is Shown by 
Purchasers—Declines. in 
Stocks Are Slight. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—The stock 
exchange today resimed its regular 
functions as one of the leading finan 
clal markets of the world. The re- 
sumption was accompanied by a dis- 
play of much confidence and enthu- 
siasm on the part of the members, 
many of whom were in attendance. 
The galleries were crowded with in- 
terested onlookers. 

Prices of almost all the stocks in 
which trading was permitted openei 
well in advance of July 30 closing 


«juOtations and eathered greater mo- 
mentum as the two-hour session 
progressed. Many substantial ad- 
vances were registered, while de- 
clines were few and unimportant. 

Trading wag on the restricted basis 
fixed by the officials of the exohange. 
It was confined t. little more than 
one-quarter of the total number of 
listed and approved stocks and was 
Strictly for cash. This inexorable 
rule applied to all transactions, ex- 
cept in issues selling at or under $15 
per share. The business was fur- 
ther circumscribed by the absence 
from the segular trading list of a 
number of international favorites, 
such as Union Pacifig, Southern Pa- 
cific, Canadian Pacific, Great North- 
ern, Baltimore & Ohio, New York Cen- 
tral and United States Steel. 

The purpose of the exchange au-

Remarkable Ore Streak Reported 
to Have Been Discovered in 
Cripple Creek Region.

128—Re- 
ported strike seems to have been 
rich pocket in Cresson mine, 
worked for many years.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 12.—The report- 
ed gold strike made in the Cresson Mine 
on Raven Hill, owned and operated by 
Chicago men in the Cripple Creek re- 
gion, continues to be the talk of Colo- 
rado mining circles. 

By carefully sorting the ore found in 
a cave in the 1200-foot level, a carload 
_of mineral that would run $1,000,000 was 
obtained. Thirty tons of second-grade 
ore removed from the cave will run 
$1000 per ton, while 80 additional tons 
of mineral that is sacked and sealed 
ready for shipment will run in excess of 
$8000 per ton. 

The ore is being kept under armed 
guards until it can be sent to the Denver 
smelter. The strike is unusual from @ 
geological] standpoint. The cave in which 
this remarkably rich ore was found 
is a freak of nature. It is in the center 
of an ore chute 155 feet wide by 45 
feet long and the mineral ranges from 
pure gold to sylvante and calvarite (very 
high-grade gold ore). 

The cave is 3 feet long and 15 feet 
vide. The discovery disproves theories 
held by mining experts that Cripple 
Creek would not produce high-grade ore 
ai a great depth. 

The find is declared by Capt James 
T. Smith, a mining expert of Colorado, 
to be the greatest in the history of the 


State.

IS IN FEAR OF HIS LIFE 


Merchant Asserts He Has Been 
Threatened With Death if 
He ‘‘Squeals.”’ 


By a confession of Abraham N. 
Fryer, a former business man of West 
Frankfort, Il, taken into custody 
yesterday in the St. Regis Hotel by 
Deputy United States Marshal Ken- 


edy, United States District Attorney 
Oliver has gleaned inside information 
on the workings of an arson 
of which the late Sam Mintz, killed 
in his home at 2815A Gamble street 
on the night of Dec. 5 was one of the 
leading figures. 

Fryer, it was disclosed by the ar- 
rest yesterday, was secretly indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury last Jan- 
uary. At the same time Sam Mintz, 
Miss Cordelia Ward, a former school 
teacher and church worker of Neosho, 
Mo., Ben Weisman, an associate of 
Mintz, and a fourth person were joint- 
ly indicted. All were charged with 
a conspiracy to defraud and using the 
United States mail in furtherance of 
the scheme. 

At that time another indictment 
was returned against Fryer, charg- 
ing that he caused explosives to be 
transported aboard a common carrier. 
This indictment was made public; 
and followed the dismissal of Fryer 
before authorities at Neosho on a 
charge of having attempted to burn 
the store of Miss Ward upon payment 
of a $40 fine. Fryer wags released on 
$2500 bail on the first Federal indict- 
ment, but thé second was held in 
abeyance until the Government could 
gain knowledge of the whereabouts 
of other persons wanted. 

Insurance Increased. 

Federal authorities were informed of 
the scheme to burn the store at Neosho 
through the work of the Furlong De- 
tective Agency. This company was em- 
ployed by’ insurance companies, attract- 
ed by the fact that the store of Miss 
Ward had greatly increased its poli- 
cles. 

Last February, according te Ben C. 
Applegate, vice-president of the Fur- 
long agency, he got information which 
caused him to place Fryer and Ben C. 
Wiseman under surveillance. On the 
night of Feb. 9, Applegate followed Fry- 
er and Wiseman to Union Station. They 
carried grips, which afterwards were 
found to have contained five jugs of gas- 
Cline. At the station, Applegate learned, 
Fryer bought Wiseman a ticket to Ne- 
ceho and the latter departed over the 
Frisco for that town at 8:35. The gas- 
oline was taken to the Ward store, but 
a fire was prevented because of the 
activity of Applegate. He notified the 
Sheriff and the gasoline was seized. 

As a result of this work, a confession 
was obtained from Miss Ward, who im- 
plicated Fryer. She told Applegate, in 
the presence of officers of Neosho, of 
her plans with Fryer. She told of the 
latter’s having visited Neosho to take 
over the stock of another store, and of 
her telling him of her business diffi- 
culties. She confessed that Fryer sug- 
gested boosting the insurance and burn- 
ing the place. She said he told her it 
would cost her $500. Later, she said, she 
sent him a money order to West Frank- 
fort, Til., where he was in partnership 
with another man. She received an an- 
swer to this letter, according to informa- 
tion received by the District Attorney, 
telling her the work would cost her be- 
tween $1000 and $1500. Upon this and 
cther correspondence the Federal charge 
was based. 

Price Increased. 

Miss Ward told .pplegate she de- 
murred when Fryer raised the price fo} 
the work, but Fryer insisted on more 
money, and on last Jan. 14 she met him 
in St. Louis and executed a note for $1350 
at his suggestion. The note, according 
to Applegate, was dated, August, 1913, 
and Miss Ward admitted she waa to pay 
after the fire. She had $5500 stock, and 
had insurance on the same totaling 
$12,000. 

Fryer went to Neosho following the 
fesuance of a warrent against him 
on an attempted arson charge, He 
was released on $3800 bond, and later, 
after a trial, was fined $4. The fine 
was considered light by those who 
had made the case against him, and 
they immediately began to lay the 
case before the Government, using 
the charge that he had aided in the 
transporting of an explosive. He was 
awaiting trial upon this charge when 
arrested yesterday. 

He had previously indicated to the 
dotectives that he wished to make a 
full confession of everything, which 
he did Friday. District Attorney 
Oliver asserts his statement corre- 
sponds in many Getalls to the confes- 
sion of Miss Ward. 

In the United States Marghals office 
yesterday Fryer displayed much un- 
easiness. He said he fears he is 
about to be killed. In answer to a 
question as to why he displayed such 
anxiety he said: “Well, Mintz was 
killed alright, wasn’t he?” 

Fryer told Applegate that he had 
an appoiitment to meet a person who 
was associated in the Neosho job on 
Twenty-second street last Tuesday, 
The meeting was to have taken place 
in a Jewish restaurant.

WOMAN'S LAW CONGRESS ENDS 


Eight-Hour Day and Minimum Wage 
Measures Indorsed at Chicago. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 12-—The Woman's 
Legislative Congress closed today in a 
whirlwind of recommendations. The 
recommendation that a health certifi- 
cate be demanded before marriage was 
voted down by a large majority. Strict- 
er legislation governing the sale of 
cigarettes was not deemed necessary. 
In the half hour before the congress 
closed the following measures were in- 
dorsed: Passage of the birth registra- 
tion bill being urged by the Children’s 
Bureau at Washington; an eight-hour 
day for women; legislation demanding 
one day of rest a week; a minfmum 
wage law; legislation which will make 
any person liable to punishment for 
contributing to the delinquency of chil- 
dren as parents and guardians are now, 
and a child labor law which raises the 
age at which a child may go to work 

from 14 to 16 years.

ATTITUDE TOWARD 
U.S. INSTITUTIONS 


They Shall Get Treatment Like 
That Accorded Foreign Under- 
takings in This Country. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Informal as- 
surances have been given Ambassador 
Morgenthau at Constantinople by mem- 
bers of the Ottoman Cabinet that Amer- 
ican institutions in Turkey will receive 
treatment similar to that accorded for- 
eign institutions in this country.

Big Profits in Sight. 

It has been realized, too, that if the 
continuity of this annual conflict is 
maintained, the game will in time de- 
velop into an institution, yielding enough 
profits to enable the schools to carry 
on other branches of athletics in a rep- 
resentative way.

Rigby came over from France on 
the steamer Rochambeau in charge of 
a nurse named Murray.

On landing in New York he was 
sent to the Bellevue Hospital by the 
State Board of Deportation.

Siberian Troops Telegraph 
Grand Duke, “Daddy, We Are 
Hastening to Your Help.” 


Special Correspondence of the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Nov. 31.—Frederick Rennet, 
the Daily News’ correspondent at Pet- 
rograd, describes in the gubjoined let- 
ter the solidarity of and devotion of the 
Zemstvos (provincial administrative or- 

ganizations) in the present war! 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 18—Many of the 
organizations for mutual service that 
were first created to overcome the dif- 
ficulties of peasant life in its struggle 
with the land are working smoothly and 
busily at meeting the needs of a nation- 
al army and war. 

The Zemstvo, the Administrative Coun- 
cil of the provincial government, drawn 
from public-spirited men who are not 
by profession functionaries of the ex- 
ecutive, has for years past engaged and 
paid the medical and hospital services 
for its region, just as it employed 
land surveyors and civil engineers for 
the community. At the outbreak of 
the war its organization was readily 
extended to collaborating in the equip- 
ment and transport of the conscripts 
and reservists drawn from its popula- 
tion. 

In peace time {t bought agricultural 
machinery for its community, whose 
members hired it out in groups by turn, 
and now in the war it is buying and 
hiring and distributing all kinds of 
wheel transport and supplies which it 
furnishes to the army. It supervises 
the carrying out of the Government 
order® that a journeyman shoemaker 
should deliver at a market price two 
pairs of boots each week for the army. 

Spontaneous and Voluntary. 

The families of the Zemstvo people, 
the country house people, have by this 
training acquired the habit of prac- 
tical direction for their enthusiasm, 
and their neighbors learn from them, 
until all through the population a 
spirit of intelligent energy aims at 
doing the best that can be done for 
the soldiers. It is spontaneous, vol- 
untary work, carried through from 
start to finish without salaried off!- 
cilals. The lady bountiful of the 
neighborhood gets the cloth and the 
yarn and pays the soldiers’ wives and 
families for all they do. 

Very few plead pity for their con- 
dition because of the sufferings of 
the war. In the Volga province of 
Kostroma, in the Turievskaya Volast 
or group of agricultural villages the 


women have refused the offer to be 
let off the payment of the land tax 


on their husbands’ and brothers’ hold- 
ings. Most of the men on the Com- 
mune Council are away at the war 
an@ the women are doing all the vil- 
lage work, tending the cattle. cut- 
ting and dressing timber, fencing and 
repairing roads. 

“Our Czar Needs the Money.” 

The Surveyor from the Land De- 
partment offered to remit the tax or 
to defer it until the men came back 
and the life on the countryside was 
normal again, but the women held a 
district meeting and passed their own 
resolution: “Our Czar needs the 
money for the war. We insist on 
paying.” Since the prohibition of 
vodka very many women who worked 
for their living have been paying as 
much as 10 roubleg ($5) a month to 


| the soldiers’ fund. 


All these unspoilt people manage with- 
out shouting or flag-waving to keep on 
dcing their utmost to insure that Rus- 
sia shall win her way. They are too 
proud of their cause to make much 
noise about it. But they laugh gladly 
at hearing of the vocal, animal spirits 
of the young Russians now coming t» 
the war from the farthest East. 

Hastening to Help “Daddy.” 

When the new army from the Amur 
territory, away out on the Pacific Coast 
—they are service-free colonies who are 
not under conscription and are coming 
as volunteers—began to entrain to Viadi- 
vostok it celebrated the joy of the 
occasion by sending a telegram to the 
Commander in Chief, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas: ‘‘Daddy, now we are hasten- 
ing to your help. And we are all cry- 
ing ‘hurrah!’ ” 

The Grand Duke telegraphed back: 
“And glad will I be to see you!” 

All through it is very cordial. These 
people know that it is a great occasion, 
and they mean to rise to the height of 
it; its stress as a war is lifted by its 
glorious good fellowship as a uniting of 
Slav Russia. 

Many of the Slav regions have 
marched to this war over longer stretch- 
es of the earth's surface than any arm- 
les of the modern world have covered. 
They have been meeting new comrades 
from other far, horizons of the Russian 
plains. They know that they are met 
end are fighting side by side for the 
same fause that they are Russian 
Slavs. And they fight well because they 
are proud of It.

tory the Germans have proved them- 
selves to be a civilized nation of the 
first rank, and, one may say, THE civ- 
ilized nation.” 

Other utterances along similar lines 
are: 
One should not underestimate the 

spiritual achievements of other na- 

tions. At. the same time it is clear 
that in the course of modern history 

Germany’s genius has been respon- 

sible for the most decisive spiritual 

progress, and hag therefore been of 
universal importance. 

No other nation can point to 
achievements comparable to those of 
Germany. 

The value of German civilization re- 
poses on a twofold basis—the impar- 
tiality and universality of the Ger- 
man mind. No nation exists which 
thinks at the same time so clearly 
and so historically as does the Ger- 
man. 

Germans living abroad, Von Bernhard! 
writes, cannot continue an independent 
civilization. Bearing this in mind, he 
continues: 

We must confess with a bleeding 
heart that the political position of 
the German Empire does not in any 
way correspond with the pre-ermil- 
nence of German civilization and 
with the economic importance of 
Germanism abroad. 

Germany's geographical position, 
Von Bernhardi writes, is unbearable. 
He says in part} 

We are penned up. We are 
surrounded. by England, France 
and Russia, three enemies who 
are closely allied, and whenever 
we endeavor to increase our 
power we meet with their united 
and determined opposition. 

These three Powers have tied 
down Italy's forces in the Medi- 
terraneaniin such a manner that 
they can be only of little assist- 
ance to Germany in case of war. 
Only Austria-Hungary stands 
faithfully by our side. 

Turkey Necessary te Alliance. 
“The three hostile great Powers are 


unceasingly endeavoring to 
about the disintegration and the col- 
lapse of Turkey and to weaken that 
Power to the utmost. Now Turkey 
is a necessary adjunct to the Austro- 
German alliance. It is of the utmost 
importance for us to preserve Turkey 
and to make her powerful and effi- 
cient. That country is most neces- 
sary for us, both in war and peace, 
for military and economic reasons. 
The destruction: or the weak- 
ening of Turkey would directly 
damage our position and our 
power on the Continent of Eu- 
rope. 

It is impossible, continues’ the 
writer, for this state of things to 
be borne by “a great and proud na- 
tion possessed of great strength for 
war and of a great civilization.” 
Von Bernhardi is profligate with 
plausible arguments in support of his 
contention that Germany must dominate 
Europe. Reiterating that Germany oc- 
cuplies a very dangerous situation, he 
continues: 

“On nearly every side Germany is 
hedged in by hostile states whose united 
population exceed that of Germany. 
These states oppose Germany’s foreign 
policy with determined hostility, and 


place us ever and again before the 


choice of fighting or of going without. 
It is our foremost duty to make an end 
of this state of affairs. We must once 
more regain our political liberty or ac- 
tion before we can embark upon an 
active world policy. 


Larger Power in Europe. 

“We must obtain an unshakable_foun- 
dation for our position on ‘the Contfhent 
of Europe by enlarging the sphere of 
our power in Europe itself. Of course 
we should not think of a policy of con- 
quest. Such a policy would not be in 
harmony with the spirit of the time, 
and would not be to our true advantage. 
In Europe we can acquire. territories 


only by subjecting, their population by 
force and arousing among the people an 
undying hostility. 

“However, ft seems necessary to 
arrive at a final settlement with 
France, and it is quite possible to 
strengthen the Triple Alilance by 
enlarging it into a Central European 
Federation. 

“The individual states of which such a 
federation would be composed might 
retain their independence. The creation 
of such a federation would greatly im- 
rrove Germany's military position and 
would give a broader and stronger basis 
to our oversea policy.” 

Citing England's agreement with Ger- 
many for the partition of Pertuguese 
colonies and at the same time guaran- 
tceing to Portugal the possession of her 
ecvlonies and the taking of entire pro- 
vinces from China, as examples, Vou 
Bernhardi says: 

“It is important to observe that 
international law, as far as it is 
wencrally recognized, is applicable 
to only certain specified cases, and 
that arbitration treaties are con- 
cluded only with regard to certain 
closely defined eventualities. 
“Besides, frequently disputes do not 

concern questions of formal right and of 
law, but questions of biological and 
rroral right, which may stand in contra- 
diction with formal right and justice. 


m Morally Forfelts Congo. 

“For instance, Belgium possesses by 
formal right the Congo State. However, 
na that State does not do any civilizing 
and colonizing work in that country, but 
only exploits ft, it has lost the’ moral 
right to its possession. Hence the ques- 
ton arises whether from a higher bu- 
man point of view of justice Belgium 
should be allowed to enjoy the contin- 
ued possession of the Congo State, es- 
pecially as she has in no way fulfilled 
the international obligations regarding 
it which she had undertaken. Germany, 
on the other hand, has not sufficien: 
colonies, and as, in consequence of the 


] great \t surplus of births over deaths, she

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must expect to have an enormous emi- 
gration in the near future, she may 
very well inquire whether she has nit 
& moral right te the possession ef suit- 
able territories which are only finan- 
cially exploited by other states. 
“When it is impossible for con- . 
tending nations to arrive at an agree- 
ment by raising the question of 
right, a statesman is forced to ap- 
peal to might, and to endeavor to 
carry his purpose by throwing Ahe 
power of the State into the balance.” 
Voh Bernhardi is surprised, in view 
of what he characterizes as his ‘‘com- 
pelling logic,” that the peace movement 
has gained so great an influence. Ad- 
mitting that the United States is the 
chief offender, he writes: _ 
“There is @ great contrast between 
the views of the United States and Ger- 
many on the question of peace and war.

Why Americans Favor Peace. 

“The national wealth of the country 
makes the Americans independent of for- 
eign states, and their struggle with na- 
ture steels ir muscles and enables 
them to undertake the greatest and most 
difficult tasks. Under these circum- 
stances, it is only natural that the 
Americans look upon the peace move- 
ment with sympathy, for peace Can only 
bring them advantage while war can 
only harm them by impeding the de- 
velopment of the country and upsetting 
the money merket. Germany is in a 
totally different position. Since the col- 
lapse of the ancient»German qmpire the 
German nation has had to fight against 
its enemies. 

“In Germany the desire to preserve the 
peace has, since 1871, exerted an tn- 
favorable influence upon foreign pol- 
icy. The desire for peace has created a 
political situation in Germany which I 
cannot consider favorable to the country. 
The desire to preserve the peace which 
everywhere and always is placed in the 
foreground in Germany, seems to justify 
our faint-hearted peace policy. To sup- 
port such views can only do harm and is 
likely to lame public opinion. 

‘We must strenuously combat the 


peace propaganda. War must regein 
its moral justification in the eyes of 
the public. It is necessary that its high 
significance as a powerful promoter of 
civilization should become generally rec- 
ognized. 

“In short, we must become convinced 
that a war fought for an ideal or fought 
with the intention of maintaining one > 
position in the world, is not a parbaric 
act, but the highest expression of true 
civilization, that war is a political ne- 
cessity, and that it is fought in the in- 
terest of biological, social and moral 
brogress.”’

| noste sindaiies of Harvard Uni- 


versity, speaking today before the Twen- 
tteth Century Club, characterized the 
organization of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany by John D. Rockefeller as ‘‘one 
of the most beneficent works ever done.” 

Rockefeller, Dr. Eliot said, was “the 
best business man this country ever pro- 
duced.” “In the very process of making 
money,” he adaed, ‘‘he has conferred im- 
mense benefactions on the entire world.” 

Dr. Eliot’s subject was the work of 
the Rockefeller Foundation. He de- 
clared that “lack of information by the 
public and a great deal of misinforma- 
tion’’ were reasons why the community 
had wronged Mr. Rockefeller. 

The speaker asserted that corpora- 
tions were “the greatest and most 
efficient mean’ of carrving on busi- 
hess in great variety,” explaining 
that he referred to the corporation 
of limited liability, invented about 60 
years ago.

French and Germans Also En- 
gage in Friendly Target 
Practice. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

THE HAGUE; Dec. 1.—When a battle 
is not in progress the best of feeling ap- 
pears to exist between the French and 
German soldiers who for two months 
have faced one another on the long line 
between Nieuport and Belfort. 

So close are the camps to each other 
that it is possible for the two ‘forces 
to exchange words. They indulge in 
good-natured contests such as shooting 
at spade targets, and compete for hares 
hitting anyone, and compete for hares 
which run between the lines. A French 
soldier writes of these amusements: 

“A target is painted on a spade and 
moved through our trench in such a 
way that It shows about two feet above 
the ground. The Germans shoot at it. 
With a stick we indicate the results of 
their fire and when one hits the bull’s- 
eye he is rewarded with the waving of 
a French flag. 


Rabbits Martyrs to Militartem. 
‘“There is another sort of target prac- 


tice which is very popular. The region 
around us is full of cabbage flelds and 
the cabbage fields are full of hares and 
rabbits. These hares sometimes cross 
our own private meadow. Immediately 
beth trenches are all aflame. Long- 
sounding volleys follow the poor little 
beast. He makes a graceful somersault, 
throws his ears up in the air and falls 
a martyr to Europe's militarism. 

“Then comes the time to divide our 
spoils. If Brer Rabbit expires on the 
German half the custom of the country 
prescribes that a German may leave the 
trenches and get the prize. That day 
the German cave dwellers eat ‘hasen- 
braten.’ If the anima) dies on our side 
we delegate a man to fetch him and 
we eat ‘Livera faral.” But if he should 
die most inconsiderately right on the 
line then there is troubla. We both 
rush for our meal while a terrific fire. 
is opened and we run the risk of being 
killed by friend as well as by enemy. 


Trade Rabbit for Tebacco. 
“The other day we did not know on 


which side of the line a hare had died. 
We looked out of our trenches and the 


Germans fired. The Germans peeped 
around the corner and we fired. Finally 
a court of arbitration took the matter 
in hand. A loud German voice called 
out ‘tobacco.’ We thought that the pro- 
posal was fair. One of our men showed 
the Germans three packages of ciga- 
rettes. Then he climbed out of the 
trench and walked to the dead hare 
He deposited his cigarette and took the 
hare. Then he returned. A German 
came and took the tobacco. Five min- 
utes later the Germans were smoking 
and we were preparing our stew.” 

The camps frequently entertain each 
other with singing. And perhaps a few 
moments later the efforts of both sides 
will turn to whistling—bullets about one 
and another’s heads. 


NEGRO ACCUSED OF MURDER IS 
BURNED, TIED TO TREE, BY MOB 


Investigation Ordered Into Fifth 
Lynching im Louisiana Parish 
fin 10 Days. 


SHREVEPORT, La. Dec. 12.~—The 
charred remains of Watkins Lewis, the 
third negro to die at the hands of mobs 
as the result of the murder of Charles 
Hicks, postmaster at Sylvester, La., last 
week, were found today near Sylvester, 
bound to a tree with coils of wire. 

The burning of Lewis makes a total 
of eight lynchings in this parish in 
tne last year, five negroes having been 
put to death In the last 10 days. Tobe 
Lewis and Monroe Lewis were lynched 
last week for their alleged part in the 
Hicks murder. 

Before the fire was lighted, Lewis 
repeatedly was asked to confess his 
part in the crime or to divulge the hid- 
ing place of a large sum of money. 
seid to have been stolen from the post- 
master’s store, 

“I didn’t do it,” he screamed as the 
flames leaped about him. 

When the fire enveloped him the mob 
dispersed. District Judge T. F. Bell 
vrdered a grand jury to convene next 
Wednesday io attempt te identify mem.

Describes ‘‘Farcical’’ Trials 
for Contempt. 


34 PERSONS WERE KILLED 
His Information Was That Red 


Cross Agents Were Fired 
Upon at Ludlow.

DENVER, Colo.. Dec. 12.—Edward lL. 
Doyle, secretary-treasurer of District 15 
United Mine Workers of America, testi- 
fied before the Federal Commission on 
Industrial Relations today that the 
bulletins issued by Walter H. Fink, 
publicity agent for the miners, in the 
recent coal strike, were correct so far 
as he knew. 

The witness was asked if he had evi- 
dence to prove the charge that the Col- 
orado Fuel and Iron Co. controlled poli- 
tics in Huerfano County. He replied: 

“It is like asking a man ‘what is air.’ 
Everyone knows what it is, but when 
you want to demonstrate, you have to 
go into chemical formulas. 

Doyle narrated the story of his asso- 
clates two trials for contempt of court 
on charges of violating the injunction 
against the Northern Field Miners, 
which, he said, “prevented them from 
doing anything, but eating and sleep- 
ing.”’ 

The trials, he sald, were “farcical.” 
There was no jury. In the first case the 
unfon men were sentenced to a year in 
jail, and a fine. Before an appeal could 
be heard in the Supreme Court, Doyle 
testified, the convicting Judge released 
them. 3 

Admitted Writing Articles. 

Following his second conviction Doyle 
said his jailer told him that the Judge 
would release him if he apologized for 
articles which he had written, and 
which appeared in the official organ of 
the United Mine Workers of America. 

The witness declared that he had been 
arrested for participation in a meeting 
forbidden by the injunction. In court, 
he added, the articles were read at the 
instance of the Judge, who asked him 
whether he was the author. Denial, he 
said, would have been perjury; admis. 
sion in the presence of the Court would 
have meant another charge. of contempt 
of court. He admitted the authorship 
he said, and the Judge ‘‘told the coal 
operators attorneys not the District At- 
torney, to get out a warrant.’”’ On this 
charge he was sentenced to a year in 
jail and fined $500. After four months 
in jail, within three days of the hear- 
ing of the appeal in the Supreme Court. 
the jailer had presented the request for 
a secret apology to the Judge and the 
witness declared he declined. The fol- 
lowing day he was released on the order 
of the Judge. The appeal was never 
argued. He did not know whether the 
sentence was remitted. The fine was 
never paid in either conviction. 

Reference to Rockefeller, 

There was no regular union supervi- 
sion of publicity work, Doyle said. The 
bulletins were entitled “‘The Strugzie In 
Colorado for Industrial Freedom,” and 
were issued after the operators had 
published “Facts About the Struggle 
in Colorado for Industrial Freedom.”

Acreage Accumulations Under 
One Ownership. 


LAW WAS ONCE PASSED 


Project Received Majority in 


Referendum, but Not of 
Total .Vote. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Dec. 12.—- 
During the next session of the State 
Legislature, which begins in January, 
1915, the effort to enact a graduated 
lend tax will be renewed. The last Lez- 
islature enacted such a law, but too 
late for it to become effective. 

A measure was submitted under the 
initiative and referendum to the voters 
at the general election last November, 
and though it received a large majority 
of the votes cast on the subject, it 
failed because of the fact that it did 
not receive a majority of all the votes 
cast in the election. 

This proposed graduated land tax, in- 
tended to prevent the accumulation of a 
large acreage of land under one owr- 
ership, will receive the,attention and 
support of many of the State’s influ 
elitial citizens. The increase of rural 
lend tenancy in Oklahoma has been so 


State, which is naturally an agricul- 
tural community. 

In the early days of settle ent it was 
the boast of Oklahoma that practically 
every citizen.owned his home. The per- 
centage of families in the United Statcs 
owning their homes was 48.8 in 1890, 
46.1 in 1900 and 45.8 in 1910, as shown 
by Federai statistics. ! For these same 
decades in Oklahoma the percentage of 
home ownership changed respectively 
as follows: 86.9, 54 and 45.4 per cent. 
In other words, the percentage of Ok- 
lahoma families that rent their homes 
was 13.1 in 1890, 46 in 1900 and 646 in 
1910, 

Change fm 20 Years. 

Twenty years ago Oklahoma had the 
lowest percentage of tenants of any 
State, a distinction that now belongs 
to North Dakota, where the percentage 
was 24.9 in 1910. Oklahoma's percentage 
of renters is larger than that of any 

the states of Maine, New Hampshire. 

ermont, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Wis 
ccnsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas or any 
of the mountain or Pacific states. 


Twenty years ago there were practically 
no cities in Oklahoma, and the assump. 
tion might be made that the increase in 
tenants is due to the increase in urban 
population. This, however, is not sup- 
ported by facts. By confining the com- 
parison to farm homes, the ‘percentage 
of renters is found to be, 5 in 1890, 44.5 
in 1900 and 64.7 in 1910. 


A marked difference in tenantry con- 
ditions is found between Eastern and 
Western Oklahoma. Prior to statehood 
the former was known as Indian Terri- 
tory and the latter as Oklahoma Terri- 
tory. The two were, about equal in 
population and geographical area. The 
land in Indian Territory was owned by 
the Indian tribal governments but oc- 
cupled at will and in such amounts as 
were desired by tribal citizens, many of 
whom leased large tracts to white ten- 
ants. 

Oklahoma: Territory was taken as free 
homesteads by settlers who’ came in a 
day from other states in search of 
homes. These two sections, as to ten- 
antry, show: Western Oklahoma, 100,- 
419 farm homes, 39,135 rented farms, 
renters’ percentage 39; Eastern Okla- 
homa, 85,407 farm homes, 62,668 rented 
farms, renters’ percentage 73.4. 

Inquiry Into Causes. 

The causes responsible for this de- 
crease of home owners in a State as 
young and resourceful-as Oklahoma are 
the subject of much speculative inquiry 
The situation is being seriously dis- 
cussed by civic organizations. The low 
prices at which fertile farm land could 
be purchased, especially 10 to 12 years 
ago, led to widespread speculation in 
thisekind of realty, not only by actual 
speculators but by persons of wealth 
in search of safe investment. None of 
these occupled their farms. 

Prosperous conditions of agriculture 
during the 10 or 12 years prior to 1910 
led many farmers to retire to the com- 
forts of town life and lease their farms 
to tenants. In the south half of Okla- 
homa cotton is the principal crop and 
for a number of years the acreage and 
output has steadily increased. The cot- 
ton spowers are mostly from Southern 
states, where tenantry in the cultivation 
of cotton is firmly established. This sys- 
tem has been exténded into the. cotton 
districts of Oklahoma. 2 

The increase and spread of Socialism 
in Oklahoma is attributed by many per- 
sons to the tenantry situation. In the 
wheat counties, where there are fewest 
tenants, Socialism is weakest and in the 
cotton counties, where tenants are most 
}numerous, Socialism is spreading like a 
rank growth of weeds. The total Social- 
ist vote jumped from about 42,000 four 
years ago to 52,708 last November: So- 
cialist leaders predict that their party 
will be second in strength in 1918,

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FEDERAL EXPERTS 
URGE LOCALIZING 
POULTRY PACKING 


Birds Killed and Dressed Near 
“‘Home’”’ Reach Markets 
in Best Condition. 


+> Poultry specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, who 
have been making careful observations 
of the poultry packing industry in this 
country, assert that the present trend Is 


in the case of the beef packing industry. 


‘less chicken raisers encourage.and sup- 
port the local poultry-packing estab- 
lishments. 

The Government experts’ see indica- 
tions of the same evolution at work in 
the market poultry industry that finally 
did away with the locakslaughter houses 
and, in a large measure, with the local 
butcher. The outcome of this would be 
that the final handling of poultry would 
go to the great markets in the big cities, 
many miles away from the producer. 
This would mean a decided loss to pro- 
ducers, as there would then be very lit- 
tle competition. in the market for them. 
It would be a bad thing for the con- 
sumer, as it would widen the distance 
between him and the producer. . This 
would mean not only higher prices but 
also inferior meat, due to long shfpping 
distances. 

Already, department officials point out, 
the bulk of the live poultry shipped 
into Chicago is killed and dressed there 
and put onto the market as dressed 
poultry. 

Local Packing Houses Urged. 

A statement on this subject by a De- 
partment of Agriculture official is quot. 
ed, in part, as follows: 

“The poultry specialists believe that 
the poultry supply of large cities must 
come from shipments of poultry already 
dressed, and that as time goes on an 
increasing percentage of such poultry 
will be shipped in dressed form, while 
live shipments will gradually be limit- 
ed to poultry needed for religious or 
special uses. The reason for this ts 
they believe that to give the cities the 
best dressed poultry, local poultry pack- 
ing establishments in the producing 
sections should be encouraged. Th~ 
nearer to the farm the live chicken Is 
properly killed, chilled and packed the 
better will be its condition as poultry on 
arrival at the great market centers. 

‘Poultry shipped alive 400 or 800 
miles, even under the best conditions 
of feeding in transit, loses in weight, 
amounting in some cases to as much as 
30 per cent. Chickens that have trav- 
eled long distances by rail reach the 
killing centers in a much worse condi- 
tion than live poultry which is simply 
sent a few miles to a local poultry 
packing establishment. In the latter 
case chickens arrive practically in farm 
condition and are fed from a few days 
to two weeks, with a resulting increaso 
rather than a decrease in weight. They 
are killed when they are in prime con- 
dition. 

Plants Encourage Better Breeds. 


“The local poultry packing establish- 
ment has been proved to have a decided 
influence on the standard of poultry in 
that neighborhood. In some cases local 
plants have vastly improved the gen- 
eral breed of chickens by inducing farm- 
ers to replace mongrels with utility 
breéds which command fancy prices as 
dressed poultry in Eastern markets. 
“The department specialists, therefore, 
are encouraging dressed poultry men 
not to centrajize their killing establish- 
ments and, instead of erecting one plant 


*tworth $30,000, to draw from a territory 


with a big radius, are advising them tc 
build instead three $10,000 packing plants 
in three different centers, each looking 
to a supply from a territory with a 
smaller radius that assures arrival of 
live chickens in excellent condition. 
“At the same time the department 
urges every local packing plant to in- 
stall mechanical refrigeration, buy poul- 
try on a quality basis and thereby, by 
price and example, stimulate local poul- 
try raisers to introduce first-class util- 


ity breeds.”’

Sprouted Oats. 
Please let me know how to sprout oats. 


Do you have to grow it sufficiently for 
the sprouts to shoot forth? How can I 
keep eggs in good condition for hatching 
for about three weeks?—M. K., St. Louis. 

There are oats sprouters on sale at 
poultry supply houses in St. Louis. They 
are usually in the shape of a cabinet 
with several drawers and a lamp under- 
neath. Full instructions are given with 
such a sprouter. You, of course, can 
make one at home, but that would be 
some trouble and it might not be s0 
good. They are not expensive. If you 
don’t want to make a cabinet you can 
sprout the oats in boxes, although man- 
ufactured sprouters are the best. The 
oats should be kept in a warm place, and 
at this season of the year artificial heat 
is almost necessary unless you have a 
warm room where you can place the 
sprouter. Without artificial heat you 
cannot get the rapid growth desired. I 
like to have a temerature of about 380 
degrees. A good plan is to soak the oats 
for 24 hours, then put them onto the tray 
about one inch thick and see that they 
ere moistened regularly. They make 
splendid feed. It is pretty difficult to 
keep eggs for three weeks so they will 
be ready for hatching. I should keep 
them in a cool, dry place, spread out, 
and turn them over every day. The 
earlier eggs are set after being laid the 
better. 


Tonic. 

What is a good tonic to give hens that 
are laying to keep them in good condi- 
tion? I have been feeding cabbage, also 
meat, scraps from the table at midday, 
also Standard hen feed, moistened in 
the morning, mixed with Purina chick 
chowder and dry feed at night, plenty 
of grit and charcoal and clear water 
tinted with permanganate of potash. 
Pullets are laying now at nine months. 
Is this enough feed to keep up their 
vitality? Shall I give a tofic besides? 
—Poultry Raiser, St. Louis. 

I do not see anything wrong with your 
system of feeding and as your birds are 
laying now, your course seems to be 
justified. There are some poultry tonics 
that are good, likesPratt’s Poultry Feed, 
for ingtance, use in\ accordance with 
the directions of the manufacturer. 


Roup. 
Q. About a week ago some of iny 


chickens got a mouth disease. They 
won't eat anything. Their eyes are 
closed.—Tony, St. Louis. 

A. You have. roup in your flock and 
it is pretty -bad. When birds with the 
reup get so far gone they won't eat, if 
is very difficult to do anything with 
them and I should kill the ailing birds 
unless they are unusually valuable. 
There are several good cures for roup 
and I have given some of them in these 
columns. T have used the permanganate 
of potash treatment frequently. Make a 
strong solution of permanganate of pot- 
arh in lukewarm water and hold the 
bird’s head in it momentarily several 
times. See that the head gets soaked 
good inside and out with this solution. 
Put enough of the permanganate of pot- 
ash crystals in the drinking water to 
color it claret color. There are also 
some good commercial roup cures that 
can be obtained at any St. Louis poultrv 
supply house. 
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Q. Every now and then one of my 
chickens has canker. I cure it with 
some of your remedies taken from this 
eclumn, but ft Is mysterious to me where 
ard how the fowls get it. I keep the 
house clean and well ventilated. Does 
the dirt floor have anything to do with 
it? I keep the dirt dry and’ clean. I 
have a March hatched cockerel that has 
not shown the first signs of maturity 
Ix it worth while to keep him any long, 
or?—Constant Reader, Princeton, Ind. 

A. You are doing well to check the 
canker. When roups take the form of 
canker it is difficult to cure ft. It fs, 
n* you say. mysterious how ft perpetu | 
ates itself sometimes in spite of all we 
can do against it. Sometimes it {s lat- 
ent in the fowl ftself. It is quite gen- 


erally beloved also, that wild birds, es-} 


and I don’t know how we can protect 
ourselves from infection from this 
source. All We can do is to keep our 
fowls healthy, houses clean and in a 
sanitary condition.- I would not waste 
time with the cockerel. 


Feeding Ration. 
Can you tell me why my pullets eat 


one another’s droppings? I feed mixed 
grain, grass, charcoal and occasionally 
meat scraps. With regard to the lat- 
ter, do you think it best to feed meat 
raw or cooked?—O. H., St. Louis. 

I cannot see anything in your system 
of feeding that is lacking. Be sure the 
birds have plenty of grit and oyster 
shells. You don’t say how often you 
feed meat scraps. I believe, if you are 
not feeding oftener than three times a 
week, I would feed a little more meat. 
From my own experience I am unable 
to say whether it is better to feed meat 
cooked or raw. I imaging it doesn’t 
make much difference. I feed it in the 
form of meat meal obtaineds from a 
poultry supply house. 


Variety in Feed Best 
for Fowls in Winter 


One-Grain Method  Deprives 
Birds of Needed Foods Pick- 
ed Up on Summer Range. 


A. question frequently asked, especially 
by inexperienced poultry raisers, is: 
“What is the best feed for chickens?’ 
Such persons have the idea that thers 
is one best feed for poultry and that if 
they can find out what it is and obtain 
it they will thereafter feed it exclusive- 
ly or practically so. 

Successfui feeding of poultry is mot a 
matter of giving one feed that may 
come the nearest to furnishing  bal- 
aficed sustenance. It is due almost er- 
tirely to a proper combination of differ- 
ent feeds. 

On, the farms, improper feeding is a 
very general occurrence. But here the 
hirds have an opportunity to find such 
feeds as will furnish the elements lack- 
ing in the exclusive grain diet. While 
they pick up a considerable variety of 
food in wimter, there are no bugs and 
worms and the greatest deficiency in 
such methods of feeding is the almost 
total absence of meat in some form, 
This is more responsible for the scarcity 
of cggs in winter than any other one 
factor. Because the birds balance their 
own ration while out on range in the 
summer, it is hard for the farm poul- 
iry man to realize that he must feed 
differently in winter.

“off feed,’ and their digestion is good. 
A very good variety of feed may be 
obtained at the average feed storg, al- 
though, ordinarily, it is well to fecd 
some beef scrap or other meat food, and 
green food in addition. 
ready mixed feeds cost the buyer more 
than if he would buy the grains and 
do the mixing hiniself 


Because corm may be a cheaper feed 
than wheat, it does not ‘follow that 
wheat, could not be fed at a profit. The 
wise poultry man feeds them both, also 
some oats, and a little barley, now and 
then, to give variety. Bran may be 
profitably kept before the flock at ail 
times. Then with green food, - grit, 
neat scraps and plenty of water, he 
knows he has done his part, so far as 
feeding is concerned, and if the egrs 
do not come then, some other condition 
is the cause. 

What a large percentage of poultry 
men need to do is to get away from 
the one-grain method of feeding and It 
the flock have.a variety to eat just as 
they do under natural surroundings.

Birds Poorly Housed 
inf Winter Stop Laying 


Missouri College Gives Recipe 
for Hen-Happiness and a 
Full Egg Basket. 


Missouri farmers lose thousands of 


dollars every year because their poultry 
is not properly housed. Unless proper 
quarters are provided, hens will not lay 
during the winter and it is a waste of 
feed and time to hold them over. 

The most common mistake is to keep 
more hens than the house will hold. A 
better plan would be to cull the flock 
and comfortably house those that re- 
main. If a poultry house is roomy, 
it does no harm to keep the birds 
shut up on stormy days. 
should be dry. 
having a good dry floor and a good sys- 
tem of ventilation. Above all, the quar- 
ters should be light and clean—the 
house a pleasant place for the hens to 
live in. 

The Missouri College of Agriculture 
gives the foNowing prescription for hen- 
happiness and a full egg basket: 

Locate the windows on the south side 
and place the tops not quite half as 
high as the house is wide. 

Allow each hen four square feet of 
floor space. 


Provide one square foot of glass to 
every 15 square feet of floor space. 

Ventilate »y placing one square foot 
of muslin to every 15 square feet of 


floor space, or by making a slat front | 


Be) 
sure the house is free from cracks 
and that there are no openings 
drafts on the back, ends and roof. ~ 


Build a floor eight inches higher than 
the surrounding ground. Fill 
inches of coarse stone, then two inches 
ofl clay and then two of dirt. This will 
make a dry floor. 

Provide 8x10 inches of roosting space 
and one nest to every six hens. 

Cover the floor with a foot or 18 
inches of straw. Feed the grain in the’ 
straw so as to encourage exercise.

ED CANNON BALL 
OF? 1 SRICAN REVOLUTION 


Found Near Spot Marked by Pa- 
triotte Society as Siege of 
Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 12.—While ex- 
cavating for the foundation to the ad- 
dition of the Citizens and Southern 
branch bank, Liberty and Montgom- 
ery streets, workmen unearthed a can- 
non ball, which had pro2ably been bur- 
ied for more than a century and 4 

quarter. 

The old relic has been presented to 


the Georgia Historical Society, by Mr. 


E. L. Schirm, cashier of the bank, to 
whom it was given by those discover- 
ing it. It is the belief of Mr. William 
Harden; librarian of the society, who is 
an authority of bistorical facts about 
Savannah, that the ball was identified 
with the Revolutionary days ef Savan- 
nah, 

Mr. Harden believes it was fired dur- 
ing the siege of Savannah in October, 
1779, during the Revoiutionary War. 
Whether ft was fired by the British or 
American forces is a fact that cannot 
be positively established. The ball is a 
four or five-pounder, a size which would 
conform to the guns used in those days. 

The point where the siege of Savan- 
nah occurred has been marked by the 
Sons of the Revolution, the spot be- 
ing near the Central of. Geérgia depot. 
The place the ball was unearthed is 
only about the distance of two blocks 
from the place marked by the Sons of 
the Revolution. ; 

It is possible the ball was fired dur- 
ing the actual siege, or it may never 
have been fired, but left after the siege. 
The relic has been accepted by the 
Georgia Historical Society. It will be 
preserved by the society with the oth- 
er relics of the early history of Sa- 
vanneh now in possession of ane 80- 
ciety. | 


BOVERNMENT PLANS AN 
OKLAHOMA “OIL TRUST” 


Will Control Production Through 
Power to Cancel Leases With 
the Indians. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Dec. 12.—The 
Federal Government is preparing to con- 
trol the production of the Oklahoma oil 
fields, 
the Department of the Interior and the 
Bureau of Mines, who has conferred 
with the Corporation Commission, Gov- 

ernor-Blect Williams and others 

The proposed regulations will apply 
to thousands of acres of the most valu- 
able oll properties in the State. The 
leases usually are made between Indian 
owners and the operators with the ap- 
proval of the Interior Department. The 
Government will be able to control the 
production Of these properties through 
its power to revoke leases. The regula- 
tions in general, it is said, will follow 
those of the State Corporation Commis- 

sion. 

Under the State conservation order 
new drilling is limited to wells that are 
brought in with special permission of the 
Corporation Commission, storage is reg- 
ulated and the pipe line runs taken from 
each producer are pro rated according to 


A. {his production, The price of oi] is fixed 


indirectly at & cents a barrel in the 
Cushing and other portions of the mid- 
continent field and at 50 cents in the 
Healdton field by declaring that no pro- 
ducer shall be permitted to bring oil to 
the surface and offer it for sale at a less 
price without permission of the Gorpora- 
tion Commission. Umpires are employed 
by the State to enforce the terms of the 
order. 

It is understood that the Federal Gov- 
ernment plan is to also employ umpires 
to see that its regulations, when made, 
are strictly enforced. 


AIMS AT WOLF, KILLS DEER 


Latter Jumps in Line With Gun 
as Hunter Shoots. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 12.—Thte best 
hunting story of the season is told of 
Herbert Bruns, son of the proprietor of 


the St. Charlies Hotel, who has returned 
from a hunting trip in Oneida County, 
Wis. 

Bruns is credited with shooting at a 
wolf and killing a 210-pound deer. 

He was stationed in a clearing to 
watch for deer, which were known to be 
in that vicinity. He sat on a stump for 
several hours and was growing weary, 
when he heard & commotion in some un- 
derbdrush. The next instant a large gray 
wolf ran into the clearing. Bruns hastily 
grabbed his rifle. As he took aim, a large 
deer jumped into the clearing right in 
line with the wolf. He fired. The woif 
rcampered away. The deer fell.

But sympathy, while creditable as an 
impulse, is of less importance than a 
judicial attitude of mind in determining | 
the relation of facts to one another 
when those facts determine the supreme | 
crisis in the annals of humanity. When 
we posseas the essential facts underly- 
ing this war in Europe we can bestow 
our sympathy intelligently and effec- 
tively. 

I appreciate perfectly the effect upon 
the American mind of the tales of hor- 
ror with which the world has been 
filled throughout these last few months 
of war. I understand the attitude of 
the newspaper reader in the United 
States toward weaker nations and help- 
less peoples. I realize the safictity in 
the American mind of treaty obliga- 
‘ions. These considerations account 
fully to me for that generous impulse 
which ranged Americans on the side 
that first presented its cage and pre- 
sented it with rare ability. 


Germany’s Enemies Push Thetr Case. 

The sincefity of this impulse caused 
Americans, in fact, to forget for a time 
the great inconveniences they endured 
from the economic consequences of 80 
great a struggle. Germany has not been 
the victim of any prejudice growing 
out of the stoppage of exporte or the 
collapse of industry. There was 4 
natural anxiety for hosts of relatives 
and friends exiled in the theater of 
war. These things made their imprés- 
sion. Profounder, however, was the {m- 
pression growing out of the moral fac- 
tors in the case. The people of the 
United States asked themselves who 
could be responsible for such a crime 
against humanity as Was comprised 
in the outbreak of the war. Whose 
overpowering ambition took the world 
back to Napoleonism? 

How heavily all the available evidence 
was made to tell against Germany! 
Foremost as the champion of interna- 
tional honor stood England, protesting 
against an attitude that made a solemn 
treaty a mere scrap of paper. Russia 
was introduced next-as the disinterested 
friend of helpless little Servia. Austria- 
Hungary had dispatched a provocative 
ultimatum. France, wounded already by 
the loss of Alsace-Lorraine, was invaded 
to promote a fresh scheme of spolia- 
tion. 3 

The great Powers might have been 
cast for parts in a tragedy by Schiller, 
so dramatic were the values. The heavy 
villain was invariably Germany. The

London Censor Befogs the Issue. 

The device might have failed but for 
the London censor. All that reached 
him from Berlin was conscientiously 
edited or conscientiously suppressed. 
America was spoon fed with English 
versions of whatever Germany had to 
say for herself. Judgment, in the first 
few weeks of the war, went almost by 
default. At any rate {t was based on 
sympathy—very creditable sympathy— 
rather than upon facts judicially ascer- 
tained. 

Let me try to put quite briefly yet 
completely what I understand to be the 
moral case against Germany in this 
matter of the neutrality of Belgium. 

Germany, we are invited to believe, 
stands bound in honor not to violate 
the neutrality of Belgium. She has en- 
tered into a treaty containing this stip- 
ulation. In flat deflance of her pledged 
word she sent her forces through the 
territory which, upon her honor, she 
promised not to violate. I put the mat- 
ter as bluntly as I can and I think I 
state the case against Germany pre- 
cisely as her enemiés would make it out 

The facts behind this case are put 
differently by different authorities. Sir 
Edward Gray insists that the “govern- 
ing factor’ is the treaty of 1839. But 
the original treaty was made eight 
years earlier. ‘‘Belgium shall form an 
independent and perpetually neutral 
state, which shall be bound to observe 
such neutrality toward a!! other states.” 
That is the language of the original 
compact—the treaty not of 1839, but of 
1831. 

Prussia signed it with Great Britain, 
Austria-Hungary, France and Russia. 
This was long before the German Em- 
pire cameé into existence. Yet much is 
made of the point that in 1870 Prussia 
renewed her engagement to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium. This, declared 
Sir Edward Grey, speaking to the Com- 
mons last August, “is valuable as a 
recognition on the part of Germany of 
the sacredness of these treaty rights.”’ 

I should like to be more exact than 
Sir Edward Grey. Where he says Ger- 
many I say Prussia. JI add a point 
which he overlooks altogether. The 
agreement whereby Prussia in 187 
bound herself to respect the neutrality 
of Belgium Was by its own terme to ex- 
pire in one year after the termination 
of the war with France. That provision 
revived the terms of the ol@ arrange- 
ment of 1839. I think these are the main 
facta upon which the critics of Ger- 
many rest their indictment with refer- 


jence to the neutrality of Belgium. That 
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certainly is the British point of view. 
Let me try now to outiine the case from 
the German point of view: 

There are three stages in the life of a 
treaty. First comes its negotiation by 
the plenipotentiaries of the high con- 
tracting parties. Next we have its rat- 
ification by the competent authority at 
home, followed by an exchange of ratifi- 
cations between the high contracting 
parties. In the third place we have the 
application of the terms of the treaty 
te particular cases arising under it. 
This is the interpretation of the treaty. 
The interpretation of a treaty is gov- 
erned by a few elementary principles 
universally recognized. One of these ir 
tu the effect that no nation is morally 
bound by.the terms of an agreement 
involving either a sacrifice of its own 
existence or an abdication of its sov- 
creign function. It is to he presumed 
that no great power will solemnly bind 
itself to commit suicide. If the logical 
conclusion deducible from the letter of 
9 treaty be the ruin af a high con- 
Atracting party the letter must give way. 
I am not stating anything new and 
strange. Let me cite here a passage 
from that speech to the Commons in 
which William ©. Gladstone reviewed 
the very treaty I am discussing. He 
was dealing with the neutrality of Bel- 
gium: 

“It is not necessary nor would time 
permit me to enter into the complicated 
question of the nature of the obliga- 
tions of that treaty; but I am not able 
to subscribe to the doctrine of those 
who have held in this House what 
plainly amounts to an assertion that 
the simple fact of the existence of a 
guarantee is binding on every party to 
it irrespectively nltogether of the par- 
ticular position in which it may find 
itself at the time when the occasion for 
acting on the guarantee arises. The 
great authorities upon foreign policy ++ 
whom I have been accustomed to listen, 
such as Lord Aberdeen and Lord Palm- 
erstone, never, to my knowledge, toox 
that rigid and, ff I may venture to say 
so, that impracticable view of the guar- 
antee.”’ 

Quotes Giadstone fm German USrief. 

Thus did William FE. Gladstone in 1870 
dispose of the case made out on the 
basis of thé guarantee of Belgian neu- 
trality in 1839. I grant the terms of the 
treaty. I accept the English state- 
ment of its meaning. I deny that the 
German Empire, confronted by the 
crisis in its destiny of the first days 
of last August, was bound to respect 
Belgian neutrality in the letter of the 
guarantee by the King of Prussia in 
1889. For my justification I refer first 
to the words of William E. Gladstone,. 
|which I have quoted already, and to the 
words of the United States Supreme 
Court, which I will quote next. 

Some years have elapsed since the 
agitation in this country over what 
were known at the time as the Chinese 
exclusion cases. A treaty h been 
ratified between the Government of 
Pekin on the one hand and the Govern- 
ment at Washington on the other. The 
letter of thie treaty permitted Chinese 
to become residents of the United 
States. The letter of the treaty went 
even further. Chinese residing in the 
United States were to have the privil- 
eges of person and property possessed 
by Americans generally. 

Time went on. Congress enacted the 
Chinese exclusion act. Pekin protested 
against such a fragrant violation, as it 
thought, of a treaty obligation. The 
episode at this stage illustrates the dif- 
ference between the letter of a treaty 
and the interpretation of a treaty. The 
case afrived in the end before the Su- 
preme Court at Washington. That 
august tribunal took into account, be- 
sides the language of the compact with 
China, the facts of the particular case 
under review and the altered circum- 
stances never contemplated by the high 
contracting parties. I give the words 
of the Court on the special point: 

Our Supreme Court’s Decision Cited. 

“It will not be presumed that the 
Legislative Department of the Govern- 
ment will lightly pass laws which are 
in conflict with the treaties of the coun- 
try; but that circumstances may arise 
which would .not only justify the Goy- 
ernment in disregarding their stipula- 
tions, but demand in the Interests of 
the country that it should do so there 
can be no question. Unexpected events 
may call for a change in the policy of 
the country.” 

The extract is brief but there fs noth- 
ing In the context of the decision to 
weaken the effect of these words. On 
the contrary, the Court cites precedents 
in the practice of the United States, a 
practice conforming to that mass of 
customs and of ethics which is all that 
international law amounts to. Its spe- 
cific instance waa afforded by the eman- 
cipation of the United States from the 
bondage of certain old treaties with the 
kingdom of France. 

The Congress of the new republic had 
enacted in this sense toward the end of 
President Washington's administration, 
the Supreme Court observing on the 
subject In the Chinese exclusion case 
that ‘‘whilst it would always be a mat- 
ter of the utmost gravity and delicacy 
tc refuse to execute a treaty, the power 
tc do 80 was a prerogative of which no 
nation could be deprived without deeply 
affecting its independence.” 


Welfare of People Must Prevati. 

Prudence as well as ‘morality will in- 
deed dictate to even the haughtilest na- 
tion the most scrupulous observance of 
both the letter and the sptrit ef every 
treaty. So much is necessitated not 
alone by the separhte interests of any 
one Power, but by its position as a 
member in the sisterhood of nations. 
Wanton disregard of its plighted faith 
would justify the expulsion of even the 
greatest Power from the community of 
civilization. But wanton disregard of 
the plighted faith given by the of 
a nation to its people cense- 
quences no less serious.

FOR EFFICIENGY 


Many New Ideas Incorporated in 
Buildings Now Open for 
Inspection. 


The new St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital, 500 South King’s highway, which 
is open to public inspection today and 
tomorrow, represents the last idea in 
modern. hospital efficiencey, according 
to many visitors. 

The two buildings, the Elizabeth J, 
Liggett memorial anti the isclation 
building, conform in architecture to the 


; Barnes hospital, nearby. They are 
jconnected by a steam-heated’ tunnel, 
{ Heat, light and part of the food will 
be purchased from the Barnes Hos- 
pital. This arrangement obviates extra 
‘ buildings and increased initial cost. 

; In the Liggett Memorial building the 
lirst floor is given over to the general 
* offices of the superintendent and the 
receivMig rooms. The latter ere models 
of efficiency. A long group of rooms, 
separated only by glass partitiong, are 
for receiving children. A few steps 
away is the examining room, Each pa- 
tient will be kept in a receiving room 
for several days’ observation. After 
this the child is assigned to one of the 


regular wards.

The second floor is given over to 
the laborator#es and contains eight 
private rooms. The third floor is 
used exclusively for infants, and the 
fourth for operations. The chief of 
staff and internes will have quar- 
ters on the fifth floor. 


The isolation building 1s four sto- 
ries and was planned not only for 
the comfort and safety of the chil- 
dren but the mothers as well. A 
mother may stay in the hospital if 
her chila4 is in a serious condition 
as a special section has been pro- 
vided. The mother is summoned by 
the pressing of a button which rings 
a bell in her room.

WASHINGTO ON, Dec. 12.—Mrs, Fran- 
cis Bowes Sayre, second daughter of 
President, Wilson, will arrive at th¢ 
White House next week with her hus- 
band for.a long stay. It is expected 
that the étork will visit her about the 
Same time as Santa Claus. 

Miss Margaret Wilson, the head of her 
father’s household, could not leave the 
President: to be with her sister at Wil- 
Hamstown for Christmas, nor couid the 
President himself count positively upon 
a visit.of any length out of town, so the 
family party will meet at the White 
House, probably next week. 

The advent of a baby at the White 
House is an event so rare in its history 
of over a hundred years as to make it 
quite a remarkable incident. Mrs. 
Sayre’s wedding was the thirtcenth to 
take place there, but a baby born to 
her there would be only the eighth birth 
in the White House. 

The first child born in the President's 
house was James Madison Randolph, 
grandson of President Jefferson. The 
second was Mary Louise Adams, daugh- 
ter of President Adams’ son, John, in 
«ebruary, 1828. The christening of Mary 
Louise Adams was a thing of glory and 
took place in the east room, with almost 
the entire diplomatic corps present. 

Babies ceased to be a novelty in the 
esaministration of President Jackson, for 
four were born there to Col. and Mrs. 
andrew Jackson Donelson. Then there 
was a long lapse of years until the ad- 
vent of Esther Cleveland, the only child 
of a President ever born there, in Sep- 
tember, 1893.

Friends and neighbors: have come, to 
loggerheads over it. Literary clubs that have rolled 
along in the utmost peace and harmony for years are 
divided among themselves. 

The two Kansas * (women who claim ‘authorship of -this 
classic poem of the Sunflower State are of unimpeacha- 
ble honesty.” Each has written verse since childhood 
and each has had her verses printed in newspavers 
and magazines. Each asserts with the utmost positive- 
ness that she is the author of the poem. 

The poem has been going the rounds of the Kansas 
newspapers for eight years and is pasted in thousands 
of scrapbooks in ‘that State, and has been*recited thou- 
. gands 6f times at entertainments, and the authorshin 
of it was hever disputed until May of this year. 

The dispute has waxed .so warm that the State His- 
torical Society has taken it up and has demanded that 
each of the women claimants to its authorship file af- 
fidavits and proof of having @f:tten it, 


The W. C. T. U. of the State has adopted a resolu- 


tion .declaring that Esther Clark wrote the poem. 
The Anti-Horsethief So- 

-“eliety of Kansas City has 

done the same thing. 

Countless numbers of 
literary societies‘ in small 
towns ,in . Kansas have 
passed resolutions one way 
or another, the sentiment 
being about evenly divided . 
between Miss Clark .and

The newspapers are in 
the fight with their heavi- 
est broadsides. The Trib- 
une of Chanute, the home 
town of Miss Clark, has 
publicly scored Mrs. Clark-

William Allen White, 
the bard of Emporia, has 
written several editorials 
in his paper, The Gazette,: 
declaring that Miss Clark 
is undoubtedly the author 
of the poem. 

J. L. Brady, editor of 
the Journal-World of Law- 
rence, the Universify town of Kansas, nas videred a 
reward of $100 in his‘ paper to any person who will 
produce any periodical anywhere containing the poem 
prior to 1907, when Miss Esther Clark first. published 
it in his paper. 

The hewspapers of Kansas City, which, although in 
Missouri, is really the metropolis of Kansas, have got 
into the controversy, too. -Th Kansas City Journal 
- gays that Miss Esther Clark wrote the poem. The Kan- 

sas City Star, while not speaking in’ such positive terms 
as the Journal, yet leans to the belief that Mrs. T. J. 
Karr of Girard wrete the poem. 

Now, as to the two women who claim authorship of 
this poem: Esther Mary Clark is 30 years old. She was 
a school teacher and took the course in jouranlism in 
the Kansas University in Lawrence and in 1907 went 
to Southern California and engaged in newspaper work. 
Four years ago she returned to Kansas and since then 
has been engaged at the university in the library exten- 
sion work. She is a member of the Episcopal Church.

always credited to Miss Esther Clark. -

‘One is an electric pen for writing 
checks that are proof against forgers; 
the other is a device for starting a fur- 
nace fire. J. W. Martin of Red Rock,

as follows: 

“When a check is written with the 
electric pen it is impossible for a forger 
to raise it. It is based upon the prin- 
ciple of a high pressure spark perforat- 
ing a sheet of paper. It can be made 
out of an old fountain pen. Fiil the. bar- 
rel with glue after running a _ wire 
through to a platinum point, cennect 
this wire to a small coil such as is used 
for automobile ignition, connecting the 
ether wire to.a steel plate on your desk. 
Write with the platinum point on the 
piece of paper over the steel plate. The 
spark perforates the paper as you write.

, ‘OST persons don’t like stale bread 
so well as fresh, though many 
consider it more digestible. As 
a matter of fact, fresh bread is 

just as digestible as stale, if it be chewed 
as much, but its very softness is a temp- 
tation to chew it too little; henes it is 
swallowed Without the ‘admixture of 
enough saliva to digest its starch. Stale 
bread, on the other hand, is difficult to 
swallow unless thoroughly “chewed. 

The difference between fresh and stale 
bread is merely a matter of water. In 
bread as it comes from the oven the crust 
is dry an! crisp and the crumb is moist 
and soft; because all the water is in the 

crumb. As hours or days pass the crust 

absorbs water from the crumb and be- 
comes soft, while the crumb becomes (dry. 

A loaf can be made fresh again by slight- 

ly moistening it and placing it for a few 

minutes in a hot oven. The heat drives 
the water from the crust. back into the 
crumb.

Apart entirely from the diseases 

of the skin and other tissues- that so 

often disfigure a face, there are certain 

expressions that, to the experienced 
physician, tell their own story.

its throat becomes so inflamed that it can neither eat nor 
drink, and consequently it dies of starvation and pain. The 
animal’s body lies in the open and decays, and into the de- 
composing fiesh the hundreds of black seeds cortained in 
the capsules of the clawed pod are discharged. For it 
seems that earth is not rich enough for them and only 
in decayed flesh can they find enough nourishment. 
Drivers of caravans curse the devil plant, for it 
may cost them many of their beasts when these 
are turned loose to graze at night. But most 
of the semi-wild beasts that graze in the 
country have learned to avoid it, even as 
American herds have léarned to avoid 
the deadly loco weed. 


Not be Treated as 


Defective 


RRESTED development is often 
mistaken for mental deficiency, 
especially in school children. 
The former is purely physical 
and can usually be cured. It is there- 
fore important that its signs be known, 
especially by school teachers. Dr. J. 
Lawson Dick, the Edinburgh specialist 
in children’s diseases, describes these 
clearly in an article in the Lancet. 
“& typical child,” he writes, “will show 
a certain coarse of feature, with 
loose pendulous lips and mouth somewhat 
open. The complexion is muddy, the gen- 
eral circulation is sluggish, and there is 
great susceptibility to cold. Such chil- 
dren “in the winter are subject to frequent 
attacks of nasal and bronchial catarrh. 


The intellect is\clouded and dull. Speech 

is defective, and in many theré is actual halt- 

ing or stammering.. The skin is dry and the 

hair is coarse and without luster. In many 

cases the bones are soft an there is well-marked 

evidence of rickets. Frequently tue incisors show 

defect in the enamel and a jagged edge of dentine 

is exposed, a condition which I think significant of 
rickets in early infancy. 

“Now, these children are decidedly backward, and are fre- 

quently sent by the teacher for medical examipation as 


suitable for a special school. But they belong to a class dif- 

ferent from what we understand when we speak of the mentally 

deficient child. If the gerieral health conditions of these chil- 

dren are improved, and mental conditions will also improve, and

Dr. Dick says rickets is due to bad air and confined space, de- 


ficiency in diet having. nothing to do with it. “Wide streets and 


‘ ample window space will do much to dispel rickets even in the face 
of defective. feeding. Much of the improvement in the general 


health after the operation on tonsils and adenoids is due to the 
freer respiration and the better oxygenation of the blood, giving a 
fresh start to the whole organism.

serious a condition, from the point of 
view of future possibilities, as that fol- 
lowing the biow of a blunt instrument 
which renders the patient uaconscious.” 

Dr. Murphy went on to cite several 
cases, one of a man who had been thrown 
from a sleigh against a telegraph pole 
and remained unconscious for three 
weeks. He had no further symptoms for 
about three years, when he began having 
convulsions. Another was that of a 
young man who had fallen from a win- 
dow to a stone pavement when a baby. 
His “fits” did not begin until 22 years 
later, and he had been a precocious boy 
at school and a successful business man. 

Dr. Murphy believes that such blows 
cause an injury to that eoating of the 
brain which is called the dura. The 


ve 


brain itself is uninjured. Then some- 
thing arises—worry or extra hard work 
or something of that sort—which brings 
on irritation where the dura was in- 
jured. The precise cause is uncertain. 


Some of these cases can be cured by 
an operation in which the skull is opened 
and the dura at the place of injury ‘re- 
moved, but only about one case in 20 
gets well and stays well. That is why 
Dr. Murphy would rather be killed out- 
right than suffer such an injury. For 
the victim is almost certainly destined 
to become an epileptic.

Injecting Bone to Make 


It Heal 


N order to hasten the repair of broken 
bones Dr. H. J. Kauffer of New York 
injects between the fractured ends a 
paste made by grinding fresh ‘bone 

to a powder, mixing it with petrolatum 
and thoroughly sterilizing it. 

In the New York Medical Journal he 
describes: its effects upon the jawbone 
of a‘dog. He drilled holes on both sides 
of. the jaw; on the right side he sutured 
the tissues cver, the hole. On the left 
side he filled-the hole with the bone 
paste and. sutured the tissues as on the 
right side. He also extracted two teeth 
on ‘this side. Both sides of the jaw 
healed im five days. After 28 days the 
dog was killed and its jaw bone ex- 
amined. On the right side there was no 
sign that new bone had begun to grow 
in the hole, but on the left, where the 
powdered hone had been used, the hole 
had filled with-new bohe so that it was 
impossible to see where the hole had 
been made. The sockets from which the 
teeth had been drawn had also partially 
filled up. 

This, accordiag to Dr. Kauffer, proves 
that the bone cells so introduced act 
as foci for the growth of nev bone.

Science Now Says How, 
Not Why 


CIENCE has practically given un 
$4 answering whys and contents 
itself with describing hows,’ 
says the Scientific American. 
“If you ask a scientific man why a sicie 
falls to the ground he will tell you that 
he doesn't know. Not long aga he wouid 
have replied that it fell to the ground 
because the earth and stone attract one 
another. This is very much the same as 
saying that an unsupported stone falls 
to the ground because, as has been as- 
certained by frequent experiments, an 
unsupported stone falls to the ground. 
“If you ask a scientific man how a 
stone:falls to the ground, his intelligent 
countenance will light up at once and he 
will talk for a long time. He will talk 
about the acceleration of the stone, men- 
tion Newton, and say something which 
sounds complicated about inverse square 
of the distance and directly as the masses. 
In short, Newton’s law of gravitation tells 
how bodies approach one another, but 
does not profess to say why they approach 
one another. There are some ingenious 
gentlemen who think that is all science 
can dod, and perhaps they are right.” 


Sun Repels Comets’ Tails 


NEW theory to. plain the tails 

of comets is ad inced by the 
French physicist, M. Houllevigue, 

in the Revue S&S entifique. It is 
natural to suppose, he /ays, that the in- 
candescent nucleus of k comet fs throw- 
ing out electrons into the extremely rari- 
fied atmosphere that surrounds it. The 
observations of George Ellery. Hale, an 
American astronomer, prove that the sun 
behaves like a negatively electrified body. 
Therefore the repels electrons, which are 
negatively’ electrified bodies.
